Private  License  Plates  on  Publicly-owned  Motor  Vehicles.  Specifies  the  agencies  (investigators  and  law 
enforcement  officials)  permitted  to  use  private  license  tags  on  state  vehicles.  Amends  GS  14-250  and  20-39 
accordingly  and  defines  “private,"  “confidential"  and  “fictitious"  license  plates.  Amends  GS  20-56  to  establish  more 
stringent  tests  for  identifying  and  verifying  registrants  who  receive  private  license  tags  for  State  vehicles.  Requires 
annual  report  by  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  legislature  on  compliance  with  these  restrictions.

Motor  Pool  Operations  and  Assignment  of  Vehicles  Amends  GS  143-341  to  extend  time  of  replacement  of 
State  vehicles  to  110,000  miles  (was,  90,000  miles)  and  to  require  consideration  of  economic  suitability  and  cost- 
effectiveness  in  assignment  of  motor  vehicles.  Further  restricts  assignment  of  law  enforcement  vehicles  to 
agencies  with  statutory  pursuit  authority. 

Plan  for  Privatization  of  State  Capitol  Police.  Directs  Dep’t  of  Administration  to  develop  a  plan  for  privatizing 
the  State  Capitol  Police  and  to  report  on  the  plan  by  Jan.  1,  2002  to  the  legislature. 

Transfer  Board  of  Science  and  Technology.  Transfers  N.C.  Bd.  of  Science  and  Technology  (GS  143B- 
426.30)  from  the  Dep’t  of  Administration  to  the  Dep’t  of  Commerce

Recisssificdtion  of  Positions.  Directs  OAH  to  reclassify  positions  in  accordance  with  a  report  of  the  Office  of 
State  Personnel  submitted  to  the  legislature  on  Jan  30,  2001

Mapping  Unit.  Transfers  CGIA  and  Geodetic  Survey  to  the  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources,  Division 
of  Land  Resources.  Transfers  Statewide  Flood  Mapping  Unit  to  the  Dep’t  of  Crime  Control  and  Public  Safety 
PART  XIII.  OFFICE  OF  STATE  PERSONNEL  ^ 


Abolish  Office  of  State  Personnel  Prepare  Program.  Abolishes  the  PREPARE  program  in  the  Office  of  State 
Personnel  and  encourages  Dep’t  of  State  Treasurer  to  include  the  model  of  the  PREPARE  program  in  its  current 
delivery  of  retirement  services

Requires  each  agency  to  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Fiscal 
Research  Division  by  April  1,  2002. 

XV.  INFORMATION  TECHNOLOGY 


State  Intellectual  Property  Assets/Nongovernmental  Organizations.  Amends  GS  66  to  add  a  new  Article, 
State  Intellectual  Property  Assets,  effective  for  state  intellectual  property  assets  developed  after  this  act  becomes 
law.  Defines  “intellectual  property”  to  include  patentable  materials  (other  than  software  and  including  novel 
plants)  and  copyrighted  materials  (whether  or  not  registered,  and  possibly  including  software).  For  state 
employees  other  than  university  and  community  college  employees,  directs  that  intellectual  property  developed 
within  the  scope  of  employment  shall  be  the  property  of  the  state.  For  local  government  employees,  including 
public  school  personnel,  directs  that  intellectual  property  developed  within  the  scope  of  employment  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  local  government  or  school  administrative  unit.  Authorizes  state  to  hold  a  security  interest  in 
royalties  from  intellectual  property  developed  using  state  or  local  funds  or  facilities,  as  provided  by  an  express 
agreement  Authorizes  the  Governor  to  set  policies  to  implement  the  section.  Directs  university,  constituent 
institutions  and  community  college  systems  to  adopt  and  revise  intellectual  property  and  inventor  guidelines 
Directs  Dep  t  of  Public  Instruction  to  adopt  and  revise  guidelines  for  local  school  administrative  units.  Directs 
governing  boards  of  each  unit  of  local  government  to  adopt  and  revise  guidelines  for  employees  and  contractors 
Amiends  GS  55A  to  prohibit  NC  nonprofit  corporations  from  distributing  or  transferring  assets  arising  from 
intellectual  property  developed  with  funding  from  state  or  local  government.  Adds  conflict  of  interest  transactions 
under  GS  55A-8-31  and  GS  55A-8-42  for  directors  and  officers  of  NC  nonprofit  corporations  who  receive  assets 
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or  benefits  or  employment  based  on  money  from  intellectual  property  assets  developed  with  State  or  local  funds 
Provides  enforcement  provisions. 

Security  Standards  for  State  Information  Technology.  Amends  GS  147-33.81  to  add  “security  goods  and 
services  to  definition  of  “information  technology"  and  to  add  a  definition  of  “state  agency."  Amends  GS  147-33.82 
to  add  power  of  State  Chief  Information  Officer  to  set  security  standards.  Requires  State  Chief  Information  Officer 
approval  of  all  information  technology  security  purchased  with  state  funds  or  for  use  by  state  agencies  or  in  state 
facilities  provided  that  the  legislative  and  judicial  branches  and  educational  institutions  may  set  their  own  security 
standards  at  least  as  high  as  those  set  by  the  State  CIO,  with  certification  of  the  standards  by  the  State  CIO  Sets 
out  process  for  review  and  approval  of  information  security  standards.  Protects  information  provided  by  state 
agencies  to  the  State  CIO  under  these  provisions  from  disclosure  under  the  Public  Records  Act  Requires  State 
Auditor  to  assess,  confirm  and  report  on  information  security  practices.

Requires  certain  information  of  any  program  or  entity  receiving  funding  for  Intensive 
Family  Preservation  Services,  including  performance  measures,  cost-benefit  data,  long  term  benefits  and  benefits 
for  minority  race  children.  Requires  report  to  legislature  by  Jan.  1,  2002,  and  final  report  by  May  30,  2002.

States  legislative  intent  that  Dep’t  increase  productivity  of 
child  support  enforcement.  Directs  Dep’t  to  develop  and  implement  performance  enhancement  strategies  and 
specifies  evaluation  criteria.  Directs  development  and  implementation  of  reward  program  for  child  support 
enforcement  offices.  Requires  report  to  legislature  by  Sept.  1, 2002,  and  Jan.  15,  2002,  with  final  report  by  May  1, 
2002. 

Adult  Care  Home  Model  for  Community-based  Services.  In  light  of  Olmstead  case,  directs  Dep’t  to  develop  a 
model  project  for  community-based  services  through  adult  care  homes  with  excess  capacity.

Comprehensive  Treatment  Services  Program.  Requires  Dep’t  to  establish  Comprehensive  Treatment 
Services  Program  for  children  at  risk  for  institutionalization  or  other  out-of-home  placement.  Limits  use  of  program 
funds  and  requires  certain  specified  services  provided  subject  to  specific  principles  and  cost-reduction  strategies 
Requires  inter-agency  collaboration  to  eliminate  cost-shifting  and  facilitate  cost-sharing.  Bars  use  of  funds  for  nev.' 
program  services  until  execution  of  a  Memorandum  of  Agreement  among  affected  State  and  local  agencies  to 
address  roles  and  responsibilities  States  that  program  is  not  an  entitlement.  Requires  report  to  legislature  by 
Dec,  1,  2001,  with  final  report  by  April  1,  2002. 

Whitaker  School.  Effective  July  1,  2002,  closes  Whitaker  School.  Directs  development  of  plan  for  closure. 
Provides  for  reports  to  legislature,  including  reports  in  the  event  that  appropriate  institutional  settings  are  not 
available  for  children  at  Whitaker  School.  Requires  Dep’t  to  contract  for  a  comprehensive  residential  services 
needs  assessment  for  children  at-risk  of  institutionalization  or  other  out-of-home  placement.

Dec.  1,  2001,  with  final  report  by  April  15,  2002. 
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Reduce  Administretive  Costs  of  Aree  Mentel  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse 
Authorities.  Directs  area  authorities  or  counties  administering  indicated  services  to  develop  and  implement  plans 
to  reduce  local  administrative  costs.  Specifies  allowable  administrative  cost  levels  as  15%  for  2001-2002  and  12% 
for  2002-2003,  Requires  reports  to  legislature  on  compliance  by  Oct.  1,  2001,  Jan.  1,  2002  and  April  15,  2002. 

Services  to  Multiply  Diagnosed  Adults.  Directs  Dep’t  to  implement  specified  guiding  principles  for  provision  of 
services  to  multiply  diagnosed  adults  and  to  implement  specified  cost  reduction  strategies.  Bars  use  of  state  funds 
for  purchase  of  single-family  or  other  residential  dwellings  to  house  multiply-diagnosed  adults. 

Downsizing  of  Mental  Health  Retardation  Centers.  Dep’t  to  implement  cost  containment  and  reduction 
strategies  to  ensure  4%  financial  and  staff  downsizing  of  each  facility.  Dep’t  to  manage  client  population  to  ensure 
placements  for  ICF/MR  level  of  care  made  in  non-state  facilities.  Savings  in  excess  of  $4  million  resulting  from 
downsizing  to  be  identified  and  placed  in  Reserve  for  Mental  Health  Reform.  Funds  to  be  used  to  facilitate  the 
closing  of  the  facility  and  the  transition  of  clients  into  appropriate  community-based  services  and  support.  Dep’t  to 
report  on  progress  in  complying  with  this  section  to  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health  and  Human 
Services,  House  of  Representatives  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  Fiscal 
Research  Division  on  specified  dates. 

Rian  for  Construction  of  Regional  Psychiatric  Hospital.  Sec’y  of  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  shall,  in 
consultation  with  Dep’t  of  Administration,  plan  for  construction  of  regional  psychiatric  hospital.

Early  Childhood  Education  and  Development  Initiatives.  Administrative  costs  of  the  NC  Partnership  for 
Children,  Inc,,  shall  be  equivalent  to,  on  an  average  statewide  basis  for  all  local  partnerships,  not  more  than  8%  of 
total  statewide  allocation.  Child  Development.  NC  Partnership  for  Children,  Inc.,  and  all  local  partnerships  to  use 
competitive  bidding  practices  in  contracting  for  goods  and  services  on  contract  amounts  as  set  forth  in  bill.  NC 
Partnership  and  all  local  partnerships  required  to  match  at  least  50%  of  total  amount  budgeted  for  the  Program  in 
each  fiscal  year  as  follows:  cash  contributions  equal  to  at  least  15%  and  in-kind  donated  resources  equal  to  no 
more  than  5%  for  a  total  match  requirement  of  20%  for  each  fiscal  year.

Provides  for  salary  supplements 
Provides  for  payments  of  school  psychologists,  speech  pathologists,  audiologists,  and  certified  school  nurses.

Fairness  In  Testing  Program.  State  Board  to  provide  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  with 
a  detailed  analysis  of  the  current  resources  available  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  subject  to  Statewide  Student 
Accountability  Standards  Amends  GS  115C-288(a)  to  provide  that  in  determining  the  appropriate  grade  for  a 
pupil  who  is  already  attending  a  public  school,  the  principal  shall  consider  the  pupil’s  classroom  work  and  grades, 
scores  on  standardized  tests,  and  best  educational  interests  of  the  pupil.  Principal  shall  not  make  the  decision 
solely  on  the  basis  of  standardized  test  scores.  If  a  principal’s  decision  to  retain  a  child  in  the  same  grade  is 
partially  based  on  the  pupil's  scores  on  standardized  tests,  those  test  scores  shall  be  verified  as  accurate. 

Amends  GS  1 15C-36  to  authorize  local  boards  of  education  to  provide  a  right  to  appeal  the  decision  to  retain  a 
child.  Adds  GS  1 15C-105  41  to  provide  for  personal  education  plans  for  students  who  have  been  placed  at  risk  for 
academic  failure.  Amends  GS  1 15C-174.12(a)  to  require  accommodation  for  children  with  disabilities  in  testing. 
Requires  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  study  the  State’s  testing  program,  and  requires 
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State  Board  of  Education  to  develop  and  report  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  its  objectives  for  the  State’s  testing 
program. 

Pilot  Program  Authorizing  the  Use  of  Mentor  Funds  for  Full-Time  Mentors.  State  Board  to  establish  a  pilot 
program  to  permit  the  Charlotte-Mecklenburg  School  Administrative  Unit  and  the  Wake  County  School 
Administrative  Unit  to  use  funds  allocated  for  mentors  for  full-time  mentors,  with  annual  report  required  to  State 
Board.  State  Board  to  report  on  this  information  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee. 

Study  of  Programs  for  Initially  Certified  Teachers.  State  Board  to  study  mentor  program  and  performance- 
based  licensure  program  to  determine  whether  those  programs  provide  adequate  support  for  initially  certified 
teachers  and  enhance  their  development.  Board  to  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  by 
February  1,  2002. 

Phase  in  ADM  Reductions  Due  to  Charter  Schools.  If  local  school  unit  had  loss  in  projected  average  daily 
membership  (ADM)  of  greater  than  5%  due  to  opening  of  new  charter  school  within  unit,  State  Board  of  Education 
may  use  funds  from  Reserve  for  ADM  to  assure  that  funding  loss  to  unit  does  not  exceed  5%  in  first  fiscal  year  of 
charter  school's  operation.  Board  must  phase  out  this  special  allotment  in  later  fiscal  years  by  decreasing  amount 
of  special  allotment  each  year  by  amount  of  prior  year’s  funding  loss.  Provides  that  local  school  unit  that  received 
funds  for  2000-2001  fiscal  year  to  reduce  loss  of  funds  due  to  shifts  of  enrollment  to  charter  schools  shall  continue 
to  receive  funds  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year  in  amount  of  100%  of  2000-2001  allotment  and  for  20002-2003  fiscal 
year  in  amount  of  50%  of  2000-2001  allotment. 

Medicaid  Outreach.  If  claim  for  Medicaid  outreach  reimbursement  that  was  submitted  by  local  school  unit 
and  paid  by  federal  agency  is  later  found  by  agency  to  be  inappropriate,  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  (DPI)  must 
request  that  federal  agency  offset  overpaid  amount  against  next  quarterly  reimbursement  due  to  local  school  unit. 
If  federal  agency  does  not  allow  offset,  DPI  must  request  repayment  from  local  school  unit  as  provided  in 
agreement.  If  local  school  unit  receiving  overpayments  fails  to  repay  overpaid  monies  within  time  permitted,  DPI 
may  withhold  overpaid  amount  from  state  funds  allocated  for  central  office  of  local  school  unit. 

Funds  for  Noninstructional  Support  Personnel  May  Be  Used  for  Staff  Development.  Amends  GS  1 15C- 
105.25(b)  to  provide  that  up  to  3%  of  state  funds  allocated  for  noninstructional  support  personnel  may  be 
transferred  for  staff  development. 

RESA  Funds  Shall  Be  Used  for  Staff  Development.  Effective  June  30,  20001,  provides  that  funds 
allocated  to  local  school  units  for  Regional  Education  Service  Alliances  (RESA)  and  not  expended  before  July  1, 
2001 ,  shall  remain  available  to  local  school  units  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year  and  shall  be  used  for  RESA  or  for  staff 
development 

Study  Textbook  Distribution  System.  Requires  State  Board  of  Education  (Board)  to  contract  for  analysis 
of  best  and  most  efficient  method  to  manage  textbook  distribution  to  local  schools.  Board  must  prepare  a  Request 
for  Proposals  (RFP)  outlining  scope  of  analysis  required  and  select  private  consultant  to  perform  analysis.  Before 
awarding  contract,  Board  must  present  RFP  to  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  (Committee)  for 
comment.  Board  must  report  to  Committee  on  results  of  consultant's  analysis,  including  Board's 
recommendations  for  changes  in  current  system.  Board  must  make  final  report  to  Committee  by  April  1 ,  2002, 

Abolish  the  North  Carolina  Professional  Teaching  Standards  Commission  and  the  North  Carolina 
Standards  Board  for  Public  School  Administration.  Amends  various  statutes  in  GS  Chapter  115C  for  purpose 
indicated  in  title.  State  Board  of  Education  to  administer  program. 

Guidelines  for  Charter  School  Enrollment.  Amends  GS  1 15C-238.29D(d)  to  provide  that  it  is  not  material 
revision  of  charter  application  and  does  not  require  prior  approval  of  State  Board  of  Education  (Board)  for  charter 
school  to  increase  its  enrollment  during  charter  school's  second  year  of  operation  and  annually  thereafter  (I)  by  up 
to  10%  of  school’s  previous  year’s  enrollment  or  (ii)  in  accordance  with  planned  growth  as  authorized  in  charter. 
Other  enrollment  growlh  shall  be  considered  material  revision  and  Board  may  approve  such  growth  of  greater 
than  10%  only  if  Board  makes  findings  as  specified  in  current  version  of  statute. 

Charter  School  Advisory  Committee/Charter  School  Evaluation.  State  Board  of  Education  may  spend  up 
to  $50,000  annually  from  State  Aid  to  Local  School  Administrative  Units  for  2001-2002  and  2002-2003  fiscal  years 
to  continue  support  of  charter  school  advisory  committee  and  to  continue  to  evaluate  charter  schools 

Teacher  Academy.  Amends  GS  1 15C-30. 01(a)  to  provide  that  network  must  include  professional 
development  programs  that  focus  on  teaching  strategies  for  teachers  assigned  to  at-risk  schools.  State  Board  of 
Education  must  specify  professional  development  programs  for  teachers  assigned  to  smaller  classes  in 
kindergarten  though  fifth  grade.  Teacher  Academy  must  use  at  least  10%  of  its  budget  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year 
to  deliver  these  programs  to  teachers 

Modify  Law  Regarding  Children  with  Disabilities.  Amends  GS  1 15C-121  to  change  membership  on 
Council  on  Educational  Services  for  Exceptional  Children  as  follows:  (1)  removes  ex  officio  member  from  UNC 
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Planning  Consortium  for  Children  with  Special  Needs;  (2)  Governor  to  appoint  one  person  with  disability  and  one 
representative  of  private  school,  (3)  Senate  Pres.  Pro  Tern,  to  appoint  one  Senator  and  one  parent  of  child  with 
disability;  (4)  House  Speaker  to  appoint  one  House  member  and  one  parent  of  child  with  disability;  (5)  State 
Board  of  Education  to  appoint  13  members  (now,  12)  as  specified  in  statute.  Requires  that  Joint  Legislative 
Education  Oversight  Committee,  in  consultation  with  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction,  must  examine  state  laws 
governing  special  education  and  related  services  for  children  with  disabilities  to  identify  and  recommend  statutory 
changes  to  bring  state  law  in  conformity  with  recent  federal  law  changes.  Committee  to  report  to  2002  session  on 
recommended  changes. 

Closing  the  Achievement  Gap.  Amends  GS  1 15C-105.35  to  provide  that  beginning  with  school  year  2002- 
2003,  State  Board  of  Education  (Board)  must  include  a  “closing  the  achievement  gap"  component  in  its 
measurement  of  educational  growth  in  student  performance  for  each  school.  Board  must  report  its  plan  to  include 
measurement  of  “closing  the  achievement  gap"  for  each  school  to  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight 
Committee  (Committee)  by  Sept.  1,  2001.  Adds  new  GS  115C-12(30)  to  add  duty  to  Board  to  adopt  model 
guidelines  and  policies  for  establishment  of  local  task  forces  on  closing  academic  achievement  gap.  Amends  GS 
115C-12(27)  to  provide  that  Board  must  report  annually  to  Committee  and  Comm’n  on  Improving  Academic 
Achievement  of  Minority  and  At-Risk  Students  (Comm’n)  on  numbers  of  students  who  have  dropped  out  of 
school,  been  suspended,  expelled,  or  placed  in  an  alternative  program.  Data  must  be  reported  in  disaggregated 
manner  and  be  readily  available  to  public.  Changes  Comm’n  interim  reporting  date  to  April  1,  2002  and  final 
report  to  Jan.  10,  2003.  Provides  the  Comm’n  must  determine  extent  to  which  additional  fiscal  resources  are 
needed  to  close  academic  achievement  gap  and  keep  it  closed. 

Clarify  Law  Regarding  Mentors  for  Second-Year  Teachers.  Provides  that  funds  to  provide  mentors  for 
teachers  during  their  second  year  of  teaching  may  be  used  to  provide  mentors  for  teachers  whose  first  year  of 
teaching  was  in  public  school  in  NC  or  another  state,  private  school,  or  charter  school. 

Funds  for  Testing  and  Implementation  of  New  Student  Information  System.  State  Board  of  Education  may 
transfer  up  to  $1  million  in  funds  appropriated  for  Uniform  Education  Reporting  System  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year 
to  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  to  lease  or  purchase  equipment  necessary  for  testing  and  implementation  of  NC 
WISE,  the  new  student  information  system  in  public  schools. 

Expenditure  of  Funds  to  Improve  Student  Accountability.  Provides  that  funds  appropriated  for  2001-2002 
and  2002-2003  fiscal  years  for  Student  Accountability  Standards  must  be  used  to  assist  students  in  performing  at 
or  above  grade  level  in  reading  and  mathematics  in  grades  3-8  as  measured  by  end-of-grade  tests.  State  Board 
of  Education  must  allocate  these  funds  to  local  school  units  based  on  number  of  students  who  score  at  Level  I  or 
Level  II  on  either  reading  or  mathematics  end-of-grade  tests  in  grades  3-8.  Funds  in  this  allocation  category  shall 
be  used  to  Improve  academic  performance  of  (i)  students  who  are  performing  at  Level  I  or  II  on  either  reading  or 
mathematics  end-of-grade  tests  in  grades  3-8  and  (ii)  students  who  are  performing  at  Level  I  or  II  on  writing  tests 
in  grades  4  and  7.  Funds  may  also  be  used  to  improve  academic  performance  of  student  who  are  performing  at 
Level  I  or  II  on  high  school  end-of-grade  tests.  Funds  shall  be  allocated  to  local  school  units  for  2001-2002  fiscal 
year  within  30  days  of  date  act  becomes  law.  Funds  appropriated  for  Student  Accountability  Standards  shall  not 
revert  at  end  of  each  fiscal  year  but  shall  remain  available  for  expenditure  until  August  31  of  later  fiscal  year. 

Study  the  Salaries  of  School  Food  Service  Workers  and  Custodians.  As  title  indicates.  Joint  Legislative 
Education  Oversight  Committee  to  report  its  findings  to  2002  session. 

Funds  to  Nonprofit  School  Agencies.  Funds  in  amount  of  $2.5  million  are  appropriated  in  act  to  State 
Board  of  Education  to  contract  with  nonprofit  school  agencies  for  services. 

Character  Education  State  Board  of  Education  must  use  funds  appropriated  in  act  to  develop  model 
character  education  curriculum  for  public  schools.  Board  may  contract  with  outside  consultant  to  develop 
curriculum. 

Study  of  Salary  Differentials  for  Support  Personnel.  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee 
must  study  salary  differentials  for  instructional  and  noninstructional  support  personnel  and  report  its 
recommendations  to  2002  session. 

Flexibility  to  Implement  Base  Budget  Reduction.  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  may  use  salary  reserve  funds 
and  other  funds  in  its  continuation  budget  to  transfer  and  reclassify  positions  as  necessary  to  implement  based 
budget  reductions  for  2001-2003  biennium. 

Funds  for  Instructional  Supplies.  Provides  that  funds  appropriated  in  act  for  classroom/instructional 
supplies/equipment  must  be  used  to  enable  classroom  teachers  to  purchase  up  to  $200,000  of  supplies  for  their 
classrooms.  Local  school  units  must  report  to  Dep’t  of  Public  Instruction  by  Dec.  15,  2001  on  implementation  of 
this  provision. 
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Transfer  of  the  NC  Wiseowl  Web  Site  to  the  Department  of  Cultural  Resources.  As  title  indicates,  effective 
July  1,  2002. 

Bertie  and  Rutherford  Counties  May  Acquire  Property  for  Public  Schools.  Amends  GS  153A-158  1(e)  as 
title  indicates 

PART  XXIX.  HIGH  PRIORITY  SCHOOL  ASSISTANCE  AND  ACCOUNTABILITY. 

Immediate  Assistance  to  the  Highest  Priority  Elementary  Schools.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated 
from  General  Fund  to  State  Aid  to  Local  School  Administrative  Units,  $10,876,438  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year  and 
$12,237,913  for  2002-2003  fiscal  year  must  be  used  to  provide  state’s  lowest-performing  elementary  schools  with 
tools  need  to  dramatically  improve  student  achievement.  Funds  must  be  used  for  37  elementary  schools  at  which, 
for  1999-2000  school  year,  over  80%  of  students  qualified  for  free  or  reduced-price  lunches  and  no  more  than 
55%  of  students  performed  at  or  above  grade  level.  Additional  breakdown  of  these  funds  provided  in  act. 

Immediate  Actions  to  Address  Teacher  Shortage.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated  from  General  Fund 
to  State  Aid  to  Local  School  Administrative  Units,  $2.5  million  for  each  year  of  2001-2003  biennium  must  be  used 
to  expand  pool  of  qualified  teachers  and  to  provide  recruitment  and  retention  incentives  to  attract  and  retain  high- 
quality  teachers  to  low-performing  schools  and  schools  with  shortages  of  teachers  in  certain  certification  areas. 
Additional  breakdown  of  these  funds  provided  in  act.  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  must  study 
(1)  effectiveness  of  providing  benefits  to  part-time  teachers  as  means  to  recruit  certified  teachers  back  into 
classroom  and  report  by  April  1 ,  2002,  and  (2)  potential  effectiveness  of  increasing  size  of  Teaching  Fellows 
Program  to  improve  supply  of  qualified  teachers  for  public  schools. 

Comprehensive  Assistance  to  Continually  Low-Performing  Schools.  Adds  new  GS  1 15C-105.37A  to  set 
out  specified  assistance  to  continually  low-performing  schools  (defined  as  schools  having  received  state- 
mandated  assistance  and  having  been  designated  by  State  Board  of  Education  as  low  performing  for  at  least  two 
of  three  consecutive  years) 

Additions  to  the  Local  Supenntendent's  Plan  to  Improve  a  Low-Performing  School.  Amends  GS  1 15C- 
105  37(a1)  to  provide  that  preliminary  plan  include  how  superintendent  and  other  central  office  administrators  v/ill 
work  with  school  and  monitor  school's  progress. 

Appropnations  for  Continually  Low-Performing  Schools.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated  from  Genera! 
Fund  to  State  Aid  to  Local  School  Administrative  Units,  $1,807,256  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year  and  $1,986,691  for 
2002-2003  fiscal  year  must  be  used  to  provide  state's  chronically  low-performing  schools  with  tools  to 
dramatically  improve  school  achievement  Additional  breakdown  of  these  funds  provided  in  act,  which  involve 
reduction  of  class  size  and  additional  staff  development. 

Evaluation  of  Initiatives  to  Assist  High  Priority  Schools.  Provides  that  of  funds  appropriated  from  Genera! 
Fund  to  State  Aid  to  Local  School  Administrative  Units.  $500,000  for  each  year  of  2001-2003  biennium  must  be 
used  Dy  State  Board  of  Education  to  contract  with  outside  organization  to  evaluate  initiatives  in  act.  Board  to 
make  initial  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  by  Dec.  1,  2002  and  annually  thereafter 

Allocation  of  Federal  Funds  for  Priority  Schools.  Provides  that  State  Board  of  Education  must  make  eve.'-y 
effort  to  coordinate  use  of  state  and  federal  funds  to  avoid  duplication  or  overlap  of  services  and  to  ensure  that 
benefits  of  smaller  class  sizes  accrue  to  as  many  at-risk  students  as  possible 
PART  XXX.  COMMUNITY  COLLEGES 

Community  College  Funding  Flexibility.  Provides  that  local  community  college  may  use  all  state  funds 
allocated  to  it.  except  for  Literacy  Funds  and  Funds  for  New  and  Expanding  Industries,  for  any  authorized 
purpose  consistent  with  college's  Institutional  Effectiveness  Plan.  No  more  than  2%  system  wide  shall  be 
transferred  from  faculty  salaries  without  approval  of  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges.  Board  must  report  on 
any  such  transfers  above  2%  system  wide  to  Joint  Legislative  Comm'n  on  Governmental  Cperations. 

Permit  Transfers  of  Funds  to  the  New  and  Expanding  Industry  Training  Program.  Allows  Director  of 
Budget,  after  consultation  with  Joint  Legislative  Comm'n  on  Governmental  Cperations,  to  transfer  funds  from  any 
agency  or  program  funded  from  General  Fund  to  New  and  Expanding  Industry  Training  Program  to  supplement 
program's  needs  during  2001-2003  biennium. 

Reorganization  of  the  Human  Resources  Development  Program.  Requires  State  Board  of  Community 
Colleges  to  establish  committee  to  develop  and  recommend  to  Board  a  core  series  of  employability  skills  training 
classes  that  should  be  coded  in  Continuing  Education  Master  Course  List  as  Human  Resources  Development. 
Provides  for  waiver  of  tuition  and  fees  as  set  out  in  act.  Board  must  study  feasibility  of  integrating  delivery  of 
human  resource  deveiccment  services  into  framework  of  JobLink  Career  Centers  and  report  its  recommendations 
to  Joint  Legislative  Ecucation  Cversight  Committee  (Committee)  by  May  1,  2002.  Board  to  report  to  Committee  on 
Its  reorganization  of  Human  Resources  Development  Program  by  Jan.  1,  2003. 
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Management  Information  System  Funds.  Funds  appropriated  for  Community  Colleges  System  Office 
Management  Information  System  shall  not  revert  at  end  of  2000-2001  and  2002-2003  fiscal  years  but  shall 
remain  available  until  expended. 

Employment  Security  Comm’n  Funds.  Appropriates  from  Employment  Security  Comm’n  Training  and 
Employment  Account  to  Community  Colleges  System  Office  for  2001-2002  fiscal  year:  $18,030,725  for  equipment 
funds,  $7  million  for  new  and  expanding  industry  training  programs;  and  $1.5  million  for  focused  industrial  training 
programs. 

Modify  Term  of  Community  College  Faculty  Contracts.  Requires  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  to 
convert  all  faculty  contracts  to  nine-month  contracts  covering  fall  and  spring  semesters,  with  supplemental 
contracts  for  summer  terms. 

Realignment  of  Accounts  for  Institutional  and  Administrative  Support.  Beginning  with  2001-2002  fiscal 
year,  state  aid  accounts  536938  through  536941  must  be  consolidated  into  single  state  aid  account  for 
institutional  and  academic  support. 

Study  of  Discrepancies  in  Faculty  Salaries.  Requires  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to 
study  discrepancies  in  community  college  faculty  salaries  and  report  its  findings  to  2002  session. 

State  Board  Reserve  Allocations.  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  must  use  funds  from  State  Board 
Reserve  in  amount  of  $100,000  for  each  fiscal  year  to  assist  small  rural  low-wealth  community  colleges  with 
operation  and  maintenance  of  plant  costs  if  they  need  to  assist  new  or  expanding  industries  in  their  service 
delivery  areas. 

Consolidate  and  Coordinate  Workforce  Development  Programs.  Bureau  of  Training  Initiatives  funded  by 
Worker  Training  Trust  Fund  is  transferred  from  Dep’t  of  Labor  to  Community  Colleges  System.  No  changes  in 
organizational  structure  of  transferred  programs,  other  than  those  provided  by  act,  may  take  place  before  Oct.  1, 
2001 .  State  Board  of  Community  Colleges  must  present  plan  for  such  changes  to  Joint  Legislative  Education 
Oversight  Committee  no  less  than  30  days  before  the  are  proposed  to  become  effective.  Makes  similar  transfer  of 
Apprenticeship  Program  in  Dep’t  of  Labor  to  Community  Colleges  System.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  establishes 
within  Dep’t  of  Commerce  an  Ass’t  Sec’y  for  Employment  Services  and  Workforce  Development  that  must  be 
supported  by  appropriate  receipt  funds  from  Comm’n  on  Workforce  Development  and  Employment  Security 
Common,  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  all  divisions,  sections,  offices,  and  activities  of  Employment  Security 
Comm’n  are  transferred  into  Dep’t  of  Commerce.  Administration  of  Unemployment  Insurance  Program,  Job 
Service  Program,  Labor  Market  Information  Program,  and  any  other  administrative  functions  of  Employment 
Security  Comm  n  are  transferred  to  Ass’t  Sec’y  for  Employment  Services  and  Workforce  Development.  Comm’n 
to  continue  as  body  responsible  for  adjudicating  claims  in  Unemployment  Insurance  Program  and  to  be  housed 
administratively  under  Dep't  of  Commerce  Adds  new  GS  96-3(e)  to  provide  that  Chairman  of  Comm’n  on  May  15, 
2001 ,  shall  serve  as  Ass  t  Sec'y  for  Employment  Services  and  Workforce  Development  in  Dep’t  of  Commerce 
during  that  person’s  continuance  in  office  as  chairman.  Requires  Sec’y  of  Dep’t  of  Commerce  to  report  to  Joint 
Legislative  Comm'n  on  Governmental  Operations  by  April  1, 2002.  on  organizational  structure  of  workforce 
development  programs  within  dep’t  on  issues  specified  in  act.  Effective  July  1, 2001,  Divisions  of  Services  for 
Blind,  Social  Services,  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing,  Child  Development,  Vocational  Rehabilitation  and  any  other 
divisions  within  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  are  directed  to  plan  and  budget  funds,  staff,  and  services  to 
support  and  participate  in  One-Stop  (JobLink)  Career  Center  Delivery  System.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  delivery  of 
federal  and  state  funded  workforce  development  services  administered  by  Comm’n  on  Indian  Affairs  must  be 
delivered  through  appropriate  JobLink  Career  Centers. 

Transfer  of  Cash  Balances.  Remaining  case  balance  on  June  30,  2001,  and  any  interest  credited  to 
account  in  2001-2002  fiscal  year  in  Community  Colleges  System  Budget  Code  66800,  Fund  Code  6101  DCC 
Scholarships  must  be  transferred  to  Budget  Code  66800,  Fund  Code  6102  CCS  Financial  Assistance  to  support 
Need  Based  Financial  Aid  programs

remain  available  for  expenditure  in  2001-2002  fiscal  year  for  capital  facilities  and  operating  expenses. 

Maintenance  of  Plant  Operations.  Amends  GS  1 15D-31.2  to  provide  that  each  college  that  qualifies  for 
funds  must  receive  pro  rata  amount  of  funds  that  are  appropriated  for  the  purpose  set  out  in  the  section.  Also 
provides  that  section  does  not  apply  to  college  that  has  contract  with  all  of  counties  in  its  service  area  setting  out 
division  of  maintenance  of  plant  funds. 

PART  XXXI.  UNIVERSITIES 

Aid  to  Private  Colleges.  Adds  new  GS  116-21,1  to  require  appropriations  each  fiscal  year  to  UNC  Board 
of  Governors  for  aid  to  private  colleges  to  aid  NC  students  under  GS  116-19  and  to  provide  that  funds 
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appropriated  in  compliance  with  section  must  be  placed  in  separate,  identifiable  account  in  each  eligible 
institution’s  budget  or  chart  of  accounts.  Adds  new  GS  116-21. 2  to  grant  to  each  full-time  NC  undergraduate 
student  attending  approved  institution  as  defined  in  GS  116-22,  sum  to  be  determined  by  General  Assembly  for 
each  academic  year.  Sets  out  provisions  on  administration  of  grants.  Expenditures  may  not  be  used  for  any 
student  (1)  incarcerated  in  state  or  federal  correctional  facility  for  committing  Class  A,  B,  B1,  or  B2  felony,  or  (2) 
incarcerated  in  state  or  federal  correctional  facility  for  committing  Class  C  through  I  felony  and  is  not  eligible  for 
parole  or  release  within  10  years.  Adds  new  GS  1 16-21.3  to  provide  that  no  legislative  tuition  grant  funds  may  be 
expended  for  program  at  off-campus  site  or  private  institution  established  after  May  15,  1987,  unless  (i)  private 
institution  offering  program  has  previously  notified  and  secured  agreement  from  other  private  institutions 
operating  degree  programs  in  county  in  which  off-campus  program  is  located  or  operating  in  counties  adjacent  to 
that  county,  or  (ii)  degree  program  is  neither  available  nor  planned  in  county  with  off-campus  site  or  in  counties 
adjacent  to  that  county.  Funds  appropriated  in  act  shall  provide  under  GS  1 16-19,  1 16-21 ,  1 16-21 .1 ,  and  1 16-22, 
up  to  $1,100  per  full-time  equivalent  NC  undergraduate  student  enrolled  at  institution  as  of  Oct.  1,  2001,  for  2001- 
2002  fiscal  year  and  up  to  same  amount  for  student  enrolled  at  institution  as  of  Oct.  1,  2002,  for  2002-2003  fiscal 
year.  Funds  appropriated  in  act  shall  provide  under  GS  116-21.2  legislative  tuition  grants  to  each  full-time  NC 
undergraduate  up  to  $1 ,800  for  2001-2002  academic  year  and  same  amount  for  2002-2003  academic  year. 

Academic  Common  Market  Pilot  Program.  Authorizes  UNC  Board  of  Governors  to  establish  pilot  program 
for  participation  in  Southern  Regional  Education  Board’s  Academic  Common  Market  at  the  graduate  program 
level.  Sets  out  program  specifics  in  act. 

Aid  to  Private  Medical  Schools/Funding  Formula.  Adds  new  GS  1 16-21.3  to  set  out  funding  formula  for 
continuation  of  financial  assistance  to  medical  schools  of  Duke  University  and  Wake  Forest  University. 
Disbursement  to  Wake  Forest  University  must  e  made  in  the  amount  of  $8,000  for  each  medical  student  who  is 
NC  resident,  $1,000  of  which  shall  be  placed  by  school  in  fund  to  be  used  to  provide  financial  aid  to  needy  NC 
students  who  are  enrolled  in  medical  school.  Similar  provision  for  Duke  University,  except  amounts  are  $5,000 
and  $500,  respectively. 

Study  Professional  Development  Programs  for  Public  School  Professionals.  Amends  GS  1 15C-12(26)  to 
provide  that  State  Board  of  Education  must  identify  state  and  local  needs  for  professional  development  for 
professional  public  school  employees  based  upon  state’s  educational  priorities  for  improving  achievement,  and 
recommend  strategies  for  addressing  these  needs.  Board  to  report  findings  to  Joint  Legislative  Education 
Oversight  Committee,  Senate  Pres,  Pro  Tern.,  House  Speaker,  and  UNC  Board  of  Governors  before  Jan.  15, 
2002.  Board  must  evaluate  reports  submitted  by  Board  of  Governors  under  GS  1 16-1 1(12a)  to  determine  whether 
programs  for  professional  development  provided  by  Center  for  School  Leadership  Development  address  state 
and  local  needs  identified  by  State  Board  of  Education  and  whether  programs  are  using  strategies  identified  by 
State  Board.  Requires  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  to  hire  independent  consultant  to  study 
and  make  recommendations  concerning  professional  development  for  public  school  professionals  in  NC,  reviev; 
consultant's  findings  and  recommendations,  and  submit  committee’s  recommendations  to  2002  session. 

Teacher  Assistant  Scholarship  Fund.  Adds  new  GS  116-209.35  to  create  Teacher  Assistant  Scholarship 
Fund  to  provide  scholarships  to  teacher  assistants  who  are  pursuing  college  degrees  to  become  teachers.  State 
Education  Assistance  Auth'y  to  administer  fund.  Of  funds  appropriated  to  UNC  Board  of  Governors  $1  million 
must  be  allocated  to  Auth’y  to  implement  fund. 

UNC  Budget  Flexibility/Must  Honor  Budget  Reductions.  Provides  that  neither  Office  of  General 
Administration  of  UNC  nor  any  special  responsibility  constituent  institution  may  expend  or  use  any  of  following 
funds  to  modify  budget  reductions  imposed  by  act:  (1)  General  Fund  moneys  appropriated  by  act;  and  (2)  General 
Fund  current  operations  appropriations  credit  balances  remaining  at  end  of  fiscal  year  that  are  carried  forward  to 
next  fiscal  year. 

Offer  Model  Teacher  Education  Programs  Through  Distance  Education.  Establishes  two  pilot  programs 
based  on  “2  +  2”  model  to  be  located  at  Appalachian  State  University  and  UNC  at  Wilmington.  Requires  UNC 
Board  of  Governors  to  report  to  Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  annually  concerning  model 
teacher  education  pilot  programs  established  by  act. 

UNC  Exempt  from  State  Surplus  Property  Agency/Retain  Receipts  from  Sale  of  Recyclable  Materials  or 
from  Recycling  Activities.  Adds  new  GS  143-64.6  to  provide  that  UNC  Board  of  Governors  may  adopt  rules  and 
procedures  for  sale  of  supplies,  materials,  and  equipment  of  constituent  institutions  that  are  surplus,  obsolete,  or 
unused.  Each  constituent  institution  may  retain  receipts  derived  from  transfer  or  sale  of  recyclable  material  and 
may  use  the  receipts  to  defray  costs  of  its  recycling  activities. 

Substitution  of  UNC-CH  Bond  Projects/Local  Zoning  Authority  Exemption  for  Horace  Williams  Campus. 
Substitutes  “Information  Technology  Office  Facility’’  for  “Comprehensive  Renovation  and  Conversation  for 
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Information  Technology  and  Data  Processing”  in  UNC-Chapel  Hill  bond  projects.  Amends  GS  160A-392  to 
provide  that  erection,  construction,  or  use  of  buildings  located  on  main  campus  or  Horace  Williams  campus  of 
UNC  at  Chapel  Hill  shall  not  be  subject  to  zoning  auth’y  of  municipality  or  any  local  act. 

Masters  Ed.  Administration  atA&T  State,  NCCU,  UNC-Pembroke/Study  Possible  Pharmacy  School  at 
ECSU.  UNC  Board  of  Governors  must  include  Master  of  School  Administration  program  at  NC  A  &  T  University, 
NC  Central  University,  and  UNC  at  Pembroke.  UNC  Board  of  Governors  must  study  feasibility  of  establishing 
School  of  Pharmacy  at  Elizabeth  City  State  University;  Board  must  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
Joint  Legislative  Education  Oversight  Committee  by  April  1,  2002. 

UNC  Board  of  Governors  May  Authorize  Management  Flexibility  for  Special  Responsibility  Constituent 
Institutions.  Adds  new  Part  3A  to  Art.  1  of  GS  Ch.  116  for  purpose  indicated  in  title.  Among  its  provisions  are  the 
following.  (1)  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  on  recommendation  of  Chancellor,  appoint  and  fix  compensation  of  vice- 
chancellors,  senior  academic  and  administrative  officers,  and  any  person  having  permanent  tenure  at  its 
institution.

(3)  Employees  of  institution  are  considered  employees  of  state  and  are  subject  to 
all  provisions  of  state  law  relevant  to  state  employees;  provided,  however,  except  as  to  provisions  of  Articles  5,  6, 
7,  and  14  of  Ch.  126  of  General  Statutes,  provisions  of  that  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of  institution, 
and  policies  and  procedures  governing  terms  and  conditions  of  employment  of  employees  shall  be  adopted  by 
institution’s  Board  of  Trustees.  Concerning  employees  who  are  faculty,  no  policies  and  procedures  may  be 
inconsistent  with  policies  established  by,  or  adopted  pursuant  to  delegation  from  UNC  Board  of  Governors.  Sets 
out  details  of  authority  of  Board  of  Trustees  to  set  personnel  policies.  (4)  Board  of  Trustees  shall  establish  policies 
and  rules  for  acquiring  or  disposing  of  any  interest  in  real  property  for  use  of  its  institution.  Specifies  review  by 
State  Property  Office.  (5)  Board  of  Trustees  shall  establish  policies  and  rules  governing  institution’s  purchasing 
and  surplus  property  requirements.  Specifies  review  by  Division  of  Purchase  and  Contract.  (6)  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  establish  policies  and  rules  governing  institution’s  planning,  acquisition,  implementation,  and  delivery  of 
information  technology  and  telecommunications.  Specifies  review  by  Office  of  Information  Technology  Services 
(7)  Requires  Board  of  Trustees  to  report  to  UNC  Board  of  Governors  its  adoption  of  any  policies,  procedures,  and 
rules  discussed  above

Judicial  Branch  Officials/No  Salary  Increases.  Provides  no  salary  increases  for  certain  judicial  branch 
officials,  such  as  appellate  justices  and  judges,  and  superior  and  district  court  judges.  Sets  average  salaries  of 
assistant  district  attorneys  and  assistant  public  defenders  at  $60,191  and  minimum  salaries  at  $31,035,  effective 
July  1,  2001;  both  average  salary  figures  are  increases  of  $625.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  salaries  are  increased  by 
$625  for  full-time  employees  of  Judicial  Dep’t  whose  salaries  are  not  otherwise  set  out  in  act. 

Clerk  of  Superior  Court  Salary  Increases.  Effective  July  1 ,  2001 ,  amends  GS  7A-1 01  (a)  to  increase  by 
$625  annual  salary  schedules  of  clerk  of  superior  court. 

Assistant  and  Deputy  Clerks  of  Court/Salary  Increase.  Effective  July  1, 2001,  amends  GS  7A-102(c1)  to 
increase  by  $625  annual  minimum  and  maximum  salary  schedules  of  assistant  and  deputy  clerks  of  superior 
court. 

Magistrates’  Salary  Increases.  Effective  July  1, 2001,  amends  GS  7A-171.1  to  increase  by  $625  various 
annual  salary  schedules  of  magistrates. 

General  Assembly  Principal  Clerks.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  amends  GS  120-37(c)  to  increase  by  $625 
annual  salary  of  principal  clerks. 

Sergeant-At-Arms  and  Reading  Clerks.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  amends  GS  120-37(b)  to  increase  by  $625 
weekly  salary  of  sergeant-at-arms  and  reading  clerks. 

Legislative  Employees.  Requires  Legislative  Services  Officer  to  increase  salaries  of  nonelected 
employees  of  General  Assembly  for  fiscal  year  2000-2001  by  $625. 
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Community  Colleges  Personnel/Salary  Increases.  Effective  July  1,  2001  provides  funds  to  Community 
Colleges  Systems  Officer  for  average  annual  salary  increase  of  $625  for  permanent  full-time  community  college 
institutional  personnel  supported  by  state  funds. 

University  of  North  Carolina  System/EPA  Salary  Increases.  Director  of  Budget  must  transfer  to  UNC 
Board  of  Governors  funds  to  provide  annual  average  salary  increase  of  $625  for  UNC  employees,  except 
teachers  of  School  of  Science  and  Mathematics,  whose  salaries  are  exempt  from  State  Personnel  Act.  Funds  to 
be  allocated  to  individuals  according  to  rules  adopted  by  Board  of  Governors.  Provides  for  average  annual 
increase  of  2.86%  for  teaching  employees  of  Schools  of  Science  and  Mathematics;  funds  to  be  allocated  to 
individuals  according  to  rules  adopted  by  Board  of  Governors.  All  provisions  are  effective  July  1,  2001. 

Most  State  Employees.  Effective  July  1,  2001,  provides  for  salary  increase  of  $625  for  permanent  full-time 
state  employees  other  than  those  employees  whose  salaries  are  set  elsewhere  in  act.  Provides  for  pro  rata 
increase  for  permanent  part-time  state  employees.

Retirement  System  Actuary.  Requires  State  Treasurer  to  report  to  General  Assembly  no  later  than  Dec. 
31 ,  2001 ,  about  effectiveness  of  actuarial  services  for  specified  retirement  systems  and  whether  future  selection 
should  be  made  after  competitive  bid  process. 

University  System  Optional  Retirement  Plan  for  Senior  Administrators/AG  Extension.  Amends  GS  135- 
5.1(a)  to  extend  eligibility  for  optional  retirement  program  to  field  faculty  of  Cooperative  Agriculture  Extension 
Service  and  tenure  track  faculty  in  NC  State  University  agriculture  research  programs  who  are  exempt  from  State

Equalize  Taxation  of  Satellite  TV  and  Cable  TV.  Effective  for  sales  made  on  or  after  Oct.  1,  2001,  adds 
new  GS  105-1 64.4(a)(6)  to  provide  that  rate  of  6%  applies  to  gross  receipts  derived  from  providing  cable 
television  service  to  subscribers  in  state  and  to  gross  receipts  derived  from  providing  direct-to-home  satellite 
services  in  state.  If  any  gross  receipts  derived  from  providing  cable  television  service  are  subject  to  franchise  tax 
during  reporting  period,  rate  of  tax  levied  under  this  article  on  those  gross  receipts  for  that  reporting  period  is 
reduced  by  rate  of  franchise  tax  levied  on  gross  receipts  under  GS  153A-154  or  160A-214,  as  applicable,  for 
reporting  period. 

Eliminate  the  Exemption  on  Sales  of  Fertilizers  and  Seed  to  Non-Farmers.  Effective  for  sales  made  on  or 
after  August  1,  2001,  amends  GS  105-164.13(1)  and  (2)  for  purpose  indicated  in  title. 

Tax  All  Telecommunications  Services  Equally.  Adds  definitions  of  “mobile  telecommunications  service, 
“prepaid  telephone  calling  arrangement,”  “service  address,”  and  “telecommunication  service”  to  GS  105-164.3. 
Repeals  GS  105-164.3(25)  (definition  of  utility).  Deletes  references  to  local  telecommunication  service  in  GS 
164  4(a)(4a)  so  3%  rate  applies  only  to  gross  receipts  derived  from  sales  of  electricity.  Rewrites  GS  105- 
164.4(a)(4c)  so  it  provides  that  rate  of  6%  applies  to  gross  receipts  derived  from  providing  telecommunications 
service,  and  telecommunications  service  is  taxed  under  new  GS  105-164. 4B  (discussed  below).  Adds  new  GS 
105-1 64. 4(a)(4d)  to  provide  that  sale  or  recharge  of  prepaid  telephone  calling  arrangements  is  taxable  at  general 
rate  of  tax;  tax  applies  regardless  of  whether  tangible  personal  property,  such  as  a  card  or  telephone,  is 
transferred;  prepaid  telephone  calling  arrangements  taxed  under  this  subdivision  are  not  subject  to  tax  as 
telecommunications  device;  prepaid  telephone  calling  arrangements  are  taxable  at  point  of  sale  instead  of  at  point 
of  use. 

Adds  new  GS  105-164  4B  to  provide  that  gross  receipts  derived  from  providing  telecommunications 
seivice  in  state  are  taxed  at  rate  set  in  GS  105-164.4(a)(4c)  (see  discussion  above).  Provides  that  mobile 
telecommunications  service  is  provided  in  state  if  customer’s  service  address  is  in  state  and  call  originates  or 
terminates  in  state.  Specifies  in  detail  what  is  or  is  not  included  in  gross  receipts  derived  from  telecommunications 
service.  Specifies  when  tax  applies  to  gross  receipts  from  taxable  service  in  bundle  when  service  is  bundled  with 
sevice  that  is  not  taxable.  Sets  manner  of  taxation  of  gross  receipts  derived  from  interstate  private 
communications  service.  Sets  $50,000  limit  on  gross  receipts  tax  on  call  center  under  specified  circumstances. 
Amends  GS  105-164  16(c)  to  require  monthly  return,  thus  eliminating  quarterly  return. 

Adds  new  GS  105-164  44F  to  provide  for  distribution  to  cities  of  part  of  telecommunications  taxes 
imposed  by  GS  105-164  4(a)(4c),  Secy  must  make  distribution  within  75  days  after  end  of  each  calendar  quarter 
Amount  that  must  be  distributed  is  18,62%  of  net  proceeds  of  taxes  collected  during  the  quarter,  minus 
$2,620,948.  Contains  additional  provisions  on  share  to  cities  depending  on  when  they  were  incorporated.  Repeals 
GS  105-120  (franchise  or  privilege  tax  on  telephone  companies).  Adds  new  GS  105-467(6)  to  limit  to  1%  sales 
tax  on  the  sales  price  of  prepaid  telephone  calling  arrangements  taxed  as  tangible  personal  property  under  GS 
105-164, 4(a)(4d). 

Requires  Dep’t  of  Revenue  to  report  to  Revenue  Laws  Study  Committee  by  Oct.  1,  2003,  on  amounts 
collected  and  distributions  made  to  local  gov’ts.  On  or  before  Oct.  1,  2007,  Dep’t  must  report  to  Committee  any 
recommendations  it  has  to  adjust  distributions  to  local  gov’ts.  Dep't  must  consult  with  League  of  Municipalities  in 
developing  recommendations. 

Privilege  license  taxes.  Amends  GS  153A-152  and  GS  160A-211  to  prohibit  cities  and  counties  from 
imposing  a  license,  franchise  or  privilege  tax  on  companies  taxed  under  GS  105-164.

[telecommunications  services].  Directs  the  Utilities  Commission  to  lower  the  rate  set  for  local  telecommunications 
service  to  reflect  the  lowering  of  tax  liabilities  for  local  telecommunications  providers.  Directs  Revenue  Laws 
Study  Committee  to  recommend  changes  to  the  2002  session  if  needed  to  conform  with  the  federal  Mobile 
Telecommunications  Sourcing  Act,  Amends  GS  105-1 64.4(a)  to  apply  the  rate  of  6%  to  gross  receipts  derived 
from  interstate  telecommunications  sevices.  Tax  rate  on  interstate  telecommunications  is  effective  Aug  1,  2001, 
and  expires  Jan,  1 ,  2002  Remainder  of  section  is  effective  Jan.  1 ,  2002. 

Impose  Franchise  Tax  on  Corporate-Affiliated  LLCs.  Amends  GS  105-114  to  set  amount  of  limited  liability 
company  income,  assets,  liabilities  and  equity  attributed  to  corporate  members.  If  governing  documents  of  LLC 
provide  for  less  than  70%  of  assets  to  be  distributed  to  member  or  affiliated  corporations  on  dissolution,  then  none 
of  LLC  income,  assets,  liabilities  or  equity  is  attributeable  to  member  corporations.  Otherwise  the  new  statute 
provides  for  calculation  of  percentage  of  LLC  tax  items  attributable  to  member  or  affiliated  corporations.  Effective 
Jan.  1,  2002. 
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Provide  Corporate  Income  Tax  Adjustments  for  Certain  Transactions  Between  Related  Members  Pertaining 
to  Trademarks.  Adds  new  section  to  part  1  of  art  4  of  GS  105  to  provide  optional  tax  treatment  for  royalty 
payments  for  use  of  trademarks  in  North  Carolina  when  recipient  and  payer  are  related.  Allows  such  payments  to 
be  either  deducted  by  the  payer  and  included  in  the  income  of  recipient,  or  added  back  to  income  of  payer  and 
excluded  from  income  of  recipient.  Makes  provision  for  appropriate  adjustments  to  federal  taxable  income. 
Effective  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2001 . 

Conform  North  Carolina ’s  Subsidiary  Dividend  Deduction  to  the  Generally  Accepted  Treatment  Used  in 
Other  States.  Repeals  GS  105-130. 5(a)(7)  and  GS  105-130. 7(b).  Amends  GS  105-130. 5(b)  to  add  deductions 
from  federal  taxable  income  for  dividends  treated  as  received  from  sources  outside  the  U.S.  as  determined  under 
sec.  862  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  to  the  extent  included  in  federal  taxable  income,  and  for  any  amount 
included  in  federal  taxable  income  under  sec.  78  or  sec.  951  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Effective  for  taxable 
years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2001 . 

Eliminating  the  Children's  Health  Insurance  Tax  Credit.  Repeals  GS  105-151.27,  effective  for  taxable  years 
beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2001 . 

Update  Internal  Revenue  Code.  Changes  definition  of  "code”  in  GS  1 05-228. 90(b)(1b)  to  reference  the  2001

Requires  the  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to 
report  on  its  Internet  website  expenditures,  by  county,  of  the  Turnpike  Authority.  Requires  Turnpike  Authority  to 
remove  tolls  from  a  turnpike  project  when  all  revenue  bonds  issued  to  fund  the  project  have  been  repaid  and 
satisfied  in  full,  an  adequate  fund  has  been  established  to  maintain  the  project,  and  the  Authority  determines  that 
no  additional  capacity  expansion  is  needed  on  the  project.  \ 

H  884.  INNOCENCE  PROTECTION  ACT.  Intro.  3/29/01.  Senate  amendment  changes  3rd  edition  by  altering 
proposed  GS  15A-269(b)  to  provide  that  a  court  shall  grant  the  motion  for  DNA  testing  of  the  evidence  upon  its 
determination  that  (1)  it  is  material  to  the  defendant’s  defense;  (2)  it  is  related  to  the  investigation  or  prosecution 
that  resulted  in  the  judgment;  (3)  it  either  was  not  DNA  tested  previously  or  was  so  tested  but  the  requested  DNA 
test  would  provide  significantly  more  accurate  or  probative  results;  and  (4)  if  DNA  testing  had  been  conducted, 
there  exists  a  reasonable  probability  that  the  verdict  would  have  been  more  favorable  to  the  defendant.

Dept’  to  study  current  method  and  process  for  allocation  in  consultation  with  NC 
Partnership  for  Children  and  NC  Association  of  County  Comim’rs  and  representatives  of  private  for-profit  and 
private  non-profit  child  care  providers,  and  make  report  by  April  1, 2002,  to  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee 
on  Health  and  Human  Services,  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  Fiscal 
Research  Div’n.

Closure  of  Central  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Greensboro.  Eliminates  provision  to  immediately 
close  NC  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Greensboro. 
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Closure  of  Eastern  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Wilson  and  the  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf 
at  Morganton.  Deletes  this  provision  and  replaces  it  with  Residential  Schools  for  the  Deaf.  Requires  Dep  t  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  to  assess  educational  needs  of  current  students  at  Eastern  North  Carolina  School  for 
the  Deaf  at  Wilson  and  the  North  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Morganton,  including  identification  of  resources 
needed  to  educate  these  children  within  public  school  system  and  prepare  educational  plan  of  transition  for  each 
student,  with  report  by  Dep't  by  March  15,  2002,  to  Senate  Appropriations  Committee  on  Health  and  Human 
Services,  House  of  Representatives  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  Fiscal 
Research  Div'n.

Closing  the  Achievement  Gap.  Amends  GS  1 1 5C-1 05.35  by  adding  as  a  primary  focus  for  the  School-Based 
Management  and  Accountability  Program  preparing  children  to  read  at  grade  level  and  instilling  an  enjoyment  of 
reading  before  students  enter  second  grade.  The  provision  also  adds  to  previous  proposed  amendments  to  the 
statute  that  require  consideration  of  a  “closing  the  achievement  gap"  component  in  measuring  growth  in  student 
performance  for  each  school.  This  provision  further  requires  that  the  “closing  the  achievement  gap"  component 
be  measured  for  each  subgroup  in  a  school's  population  to  ensure  that  all  subgroups  are  meeting  state 
standards.  Amends  GS  1 15C-105. 20(a)  by  adding  a  statement  that,  in  order  to  accomplish  the  public  schools 
mission  of  challenging  each  child  to  learn,  achieve,  and  fulfill  his  or  her  potential,  the  public  schools  must  prepare 
children  to  read  at  grade  level  and  enjoy  reading  before  they  enter  second  grade.  Amends  GS  1 1 5C-1 05.27  by 
adding  new  subdivision  (1a).  This  new  subdivision  states  that  strategies  for  improving  student  performance  shall 
include  a  plan  to  ensure  that  all  children  are  prepared  to  read  at  grade  level  and  enjoy  reading  before  entering 
second  grade  for  those  schools  that  are  elementary  schools  that  serve  kindergarten  and  first  grade  students.  The 
provision  further  adds  that  the  reading  plan  should  entail  the  use  of  assessment  instruments  to  monitor  students' 
progress  in  learning  to  read.  Adds  new  GS  1 15C-105.37  to  establish  a  procedure  by  which  the  State  Board  of 
Education  can  identify  schools  in  which  kindergarten  and  first  grade  students  are  not  being  adequately  prepared 
to  read.  Subsection  (a)  identifies  the  targeted  schools  as  those  in  which  more  than  5%  of  kindergarteners  are  not 
performing  at  grade  level  on  assessments  of  reading  readiness  and/or  5%  of  first  graders  are  not  performing  at 
grade  level  on  reading  assessments. 

Funds  to  Nonprofit  School  Agencies.  Deleted. 

Study  of  Salary  Differentials  for  Instructional  Personnel  and  for  Instructional  Support  Personnel.  Provides

Requires  the  Dep  t  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Dep't  of  Cultural  Resources  to  worM 
collaboratively  to  ensure  the  most  efficient  use  of  appropriated  funds  to  continue  the  availability  and  accessibility  ■ 
of  subscriptions  on  the  NC  WISEOWL  website.  The  Senate  version  required  that  the  funds  and  responsibility  for  ; 
the  website  be  transferred  from  DPI  to  the  Dep’t  of  Cultural  Resources. 

Bertie  and  Rutherford  Counties  May  Acquire  Property  for  Public  Schools.  Deleted. 

Overtime  for  School  Employees.  Provides  that  a  person  who  is  employed  as  both  a  teacher  assistant  and  a 
school  bus  driver,  and  who  works  for  a  combined  total  of  hours  that  exceeds  40  hours  per  week,  must  receive 
overtime  compensation.  The  employee  may  receive  overtime  in  the  form  of  overtime  pay,  at  one  and  a  half  times 
the  normal  rate  of  pay,  or  compensatory  time  off  that  accrues  at  time  and  a  half,  up  to  a  maximum  of  240  hours.

Adds  new  subsections  (b)  and  (c)  to  GS  1 15D-3  to  give 
additional  flexibility  to  the  Community  Colleges  System  Office  by  allowing  the  President  to  move  funds  between 
budget  purposes,  use  up  to  10%  of  lapsed  salaries  for  nonsalary  purposes,  and  retain  overhead  receipts  for 
nonrecurring  expenditures. 

Home  Schooled  High  School  Students  May  Take  Developmental  Courses  at  Community  Colleges.  Adds 
new  subsection  (n)  to  GS  1 15D-5  as  title  indicates.

UNC  Exempt  from  State  Surplus  Property  Agency/Retain  Receipts  from  Sale  of  Recyclable  Materials  or  from 
Recycling  Activities.  Deleted. 

Masters  Ed.  Administration  at  A&T  State.  NCCU.  UNC-Pembroke/Study  Possible  Pharmacy  School  at 
ECSU/Study  Possible  Dentistry  School  at  ECU  and  Possible  Engineering  School  at  ECU.  Western  Carolina,  and 
UNC  at  Asheville.  Adds  feasibility  study  for  establishing  dental  school  at  ECU  and  engineering  schools  at  ECU 
WCU,  and  UNC-A. 

UNC  Board  of  Governors  May  Authorize  Management  Flexibility  for  Special  Responsibility  Constituent 
Institutions.  Deleted.

22(d)  to  enable 
qualifying  participants  in  one  of  the  other  public  retirement  systems  to  draw  service  retirement  or  disability 
retirement  while  still  a  member  of  the  other  public  system. 

Dues  Deduction  for  Retirees.  Creates  a  new  GS  128-38.3  that  authorizes  the  periodic  deduction  from 
retirement  benefits  of  a  specified  amount  for  payment  as  a  contribution  to  an  employees'  or  retirees'  association 
that  is  located  in  this  state  and  has  at  least  2,000  members.  | 

A//OW  the  Purchase  of  Withdrawal  Service  in  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees’  Retirement  System.  I 

Amends  GS  1 35-4(k)  by  decreasing  the  service  requirement  for  withdrawn  members  who  have  returned  to 
service  and  want  to  repay  the  accumulated  contributions  that  they  previously  withdrew.  The  current  version  of  the 
statute  requires  a  person  to  complete  ten  years  of  service  after  the  return  before  becoming  eligible  to  pay  back 
previously  withdrawn  funds.  This  amendment  would  reduce  the  service  requirement  to  5  years.  This  provision 
also  changes  the  method  of  calculating  interest  and  fees  which  must  be  repaid  along  with  the  withdrawn  principal 
amount  of  the  contributions. 

Allow  Payment  of  Death  Benefits  to  Legal  Representative.  Amends  GS  135-5(1),  GS  135-64(h),  GS  128-

Defines  “dental  service  plan”  as  the  contracting  for  the  payment  of  fees 
toward  or  provision  of  dental  services  by  a  duly  licensed  dentist.  Provides  that  “hospital  service  corporations,"  or 
nonprofit  corporations  operating  a  hospital,  medical,  or  dental  service  plan,  may  insure  individuals  for  the  paymei 
of  hospital,  medical,  or  dental  fees  or  the  provision  of  hospital,  medical,  or  dental  services,  and  may  contract  with 
care  providers  for  the  provision  of  such  services  under  the  insurance  plans,  and  further  provides  that  only 
domestic,  or  North  Carolina-based,  hospital  service  corporations  may  engage  in  this  activity. 

Amends  GS  58-50-56(c)  by  extending  all  of  the  provisions  set  out  in  GS  58-50-30  to  preferred  provider 
benefit  plans  (current  law  provides  that  only  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  GS  58-50-30(a)  extend  to 
preferred  provider  benefit  plans). 

Amends  GS  58-3-120  by  making  the  current  text  subsection  (a)  and  adding  a  new  subsection  (b)  which

Amends  Section  5.1(f)  of  SL  1998-132  and 
Section  2(b)  of  SL  2000-1 56  by  capping  supplemental  grants  at  $21 ,500,000  for  each  fiscal  year  through  June  30, 
2005.  Authorizes  the  State  Treasurer  to  issue  any  remaining  balance  of  allocated  funds  after  June  30,  2005. 
Authorizes  the  Rural  Economic  Development  Center  to  make  reallocations  of  funds  from  unsewered  community 
grants  to  supplemental  grants,  and  vice  versa,  if  the  relative  needs  warrant  such  reallocation  in  a  given  fiscal 
year.

In  addition  to  items  listed  in  first  edition,  req,  'es  the 
State  Plan  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  to  include  serv  :e 
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standards  and  implementation  of  a  uniform  portal  prooess.  Requires  the  Secy,  when  there  is  the  likelihood  of 
suspension  of  funding,  assumption  of  service  delivery  or  management,  or  appointment  of  a  caretaker  board  under 
new  GS  124.1,  to  notify  in  writing  the  area  authority  or  county  program.  The  notice  must  state  the  particular 
deficiencies  in  services  or  administration  that  must  be  remedied  to  avoid  action  by  the  Sec  y,  and  the  area 
authority  or  county  program  has  60  days  to  take  remedial  action  to  correct  the  deficiencies.  The  Sec’y  must 
provide  technical  assistance  to  the  area  authority  or  county  program  on  remedying  deficiencies.

S  17.  ELECTION  REWRITE-1.  Intro.  01/29/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  REWRITE  ARTICLE  13  AND  ARTICLE  14  OF  CHAPTER  163  OF  THE 
GENERAL  STATUTES,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  ELECTION  LAWS  REVISION  COMMISSION;  TO 
PERMIT  THE  USE  OF  CERTAIN  GENDER  TITLES  ON  THE  BALLOT;  TO  GIVE  THE  COUNTY  BOARD  OF 
ELECTIONS  FLEXIBILITY  IN  SETTING  A  BUFFER  ZONE  AROUND  A  VOTING  PLACE.  WITH  A  MINIMUM  OF 
25  FEET;  AND  TO  MAKE  CONFORMING  CHANGES.  Adds  provision  to  new  GS  163-165.3  to  require  the  State 
Board  of  Elections  to  promulgate  rules  for  late  changes  in  ballots.  The  rules  must  provide  for  reprinting,  where 
practical,  of  official  ballots  as  a  result  of  replacement  candidates  to  fill  vacancies  in  accordance  with  GS  163-114, 
and  if  an  official  ballot  is  not  reprinted,  a  vote  for  a  candidate  who  has  been  replaced  in  accordance  with  GS  163-

S  11.  ELECTIONS  CHANGES-MISC.  Intro.  1/25/01.  House  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th 
edition.  Amends  GS  163-254  to  allow  an  individual  to  register  in  person  at  any  time  the  board  of  elections  office  or 
voting  place  is  open,  including  on  primary  or  election  day,  if  that  individual  was  absent  from  the  county  on  the  day 
registration  closed  for  that  election  and  the  absence  was  due  to  an  occupation  or  status  as  follows:  (1 )  member  of 
the  armed  forces;  (2)  spouse  of  individual  serving  in  the  armed  forces  residing  outside  the  county  of  the  spouse's 
residence;  (3)  disabled  war  veteran  in  government  hospital;  (4)  civilian  attached  to  and  serving  outside  the  US 
with  armed  forces;  or  (5)  member  of  the  Peace  Corps.  An  individual  qualified  under  (1 )  through  (5)  shall  be 
permitted  to  register  and  vote  at  the  voting  place  on  election  day  even  though  his  or  her  status  has  changed  since 
the  close  of  registration. 
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S  92,  VARIOUS  LOCAL  OCCUPANCY  TAXES.  Intro.  02/07/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Adds  Gastonia,  Lincolnton,  Monroe,  and  Beech  Mountain  to  those  local  governments  that 
must  establish  a  tourism  development  authority  for  purposes  of  distribution  and  use  proceeds  of  occupancy  tax. 
Authorizes  the  Town  of  Carrboro,  and  cities  in  Avery  County  not  otherwise  authorized  to  do  so,  to  levy  a  room 
occupancy  tax  and  to  distribute  and  use  tax  proceeds  through  a  tourism  development  authority.  Defines  in  greater 
detail  those  activities  considered  “beach  nourishment”  eligible  for  expenditure  from  North  Topsail  Beach  tax 
proceeds.

Deletes  provision  authorizing  the  Town  of 
Selma  to  levy  a  room  occupancy  tax  and  changes  provisions  regarding  the  levy,  administration,  and  use  of 
Johnston  County  occupancy  tax  to,  among  other  things,  provide  for  remitting  portion  of  the  county’s  occupancy 
tax  to  each  of  the  municipalities  in  the  county.

Limits  tax  to  sales  of  prepared  food  only  (deleting  drinks)  and  limits  use  of 
proceeds  to  paying  for  a  civic  center.  Downtown  Monroe  development,  or  for  economic  development. 

S  895.  GEOGRAPHIC  INFORMATION  COORDINATING  COUNCIL.  Intro.  04/05/01.  House  committee  substitute 
makes  technical  changes  to  3rd  edition  and  clarifies  the  membership  of  one  of  the  Council’s  standing  committees 
as  follows:  the  Management  and  Operations  Committee  must  consist  of  the  Chair  of  the  Council,  the  State  Budget 
Officer,  the  chair  of  each  of  the  standing  committees,  and  other  members  of  the  Council  appointed  by  the  Chair.

Makes  various  changes  to  organization  and  membership  of  Avery  Tourism  Development  Auth  y  ana 
dissolves  present  Auth'y  as  set  out  in  bill.  Authorizes  other  cities  in  Avery  County  not  otherwise  authorized  to  levy 
room  occupancy  tax  to  levy  such  a  tax  at  up  to  four  percent  of  gross  receipts  as  set  out  in  bill. 

S  946.  PRACTICE  OF  BARBERING.  Intro.  4/5/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  cnanges  tc 
1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  AMENDING  THE  LAWS  REGULATING  THE  PRACTICE  OF  BARBERING 
AUTHORIZING  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  BARBER  EXAMINERS  TO  HAVE  CONDUCTED  CRIMINAL  RECORD 
CHECKS  OF  PERSONS  APPLYING  TO  PRACTIOE  BARBERING  IN  THIS  STATE.  TO  FIX  SALARIES  FOR 
BOARD  EMPLOYEES.  AND  TO  INCREASE  FEES.  Makes  clear  in  amendment  to  GS  86A-4(b)  that  boara 
member  holding  office  in  national  organization  is  eligible  for  third  consecutive  term  only  as  nonvoting  member 
Rewrites  proposed  new  GS  86A-7.1  (and  deletes  proposed  new  GS  1 14-19.12)  to  provide  that  (1)  cited  coarc 
may,  as  a  condition  of  license  registration,  renewal,  suspension,  or  revocation,  contract  with  private  provider  of 
criminal  history  verification  services  to  access  and  search  public  records:  (2)  if  applicant  contests  board  action  as

HOUSE  BILLS 

H  115.  PUBLIC  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST.  Intro,  2/15/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  LAW  REGARDING  BUSINESS 
TRANSACTIONS  INVOLVING  PUBLIO  FUNDS  AND  CONFLICTS  OF  INTEREST  and  amends  requirements  in 
GS  14-234(d1)  for  meeting  revised  “small  town”  exception  in  former  bill  to  specify  that  the  exception  does  not 
apply  to  contracts  that  are  subject  to  the  bidding  laws  (Article  8  of  GS  Ch,  143,  Public  Building  Contracts).  Thus, 
purchase  contracts  must  be  for  less  than  $5,000  to  fall  under  exception.  (Prior  language  could  have  been  read  to 
allow  the  exception  to  apply  to  informally  bid  purchase  contracts  between  $5,000  and  $25,000.) 

Adds  following  substantive  provisions.  Clarifies  and  updates  several  criminal  statutes  that  prohibit  public 
officials  from  benefiting  from  contracts  with  the  public  officials  they  serve.  Primary  statutes  changed  are  GS  14- 
234,  GS  14-236,  and  14-237,  which  deal  primarily  but  not  exclusively  with  school  officials.  Bill  repeals  GS  14-236 
and  14-237and  incorporates  those  statutes’  essential  provisions  into  a  revised  GS  14-234.  New  GS  14-234 
applies  to  any  state  or  local  public  employee  or  official. 

Revised  GS  14-234  prohibits  a  public  officer  (as  defined  in  act)  or  employee  (1)  who  is  involved  in  making  or 
administering  a  contract  (as  defined  in  act)  on  behalf  of  a  public  agency  to  derive  a  direct  benefit  from  the  contract 
except  as  provided  in  GS  14-234  or  otherwise  by  law;  (2)  who  will  derive  a  direct  benefit  from  a  contract  with  the 
public  agency  he  or  she  serves  but  who  is  not  involved  in  making  or  administering  the  contract  to  attempt  to 
influence  any  other  person  who  is  so  involved;  and  (3)  from  soliciting  or  receiving  any  gift,  reward,  or  promise  of 
reward  in  exchange  for  recommending,  influencing,  or  attempting  to  influence  the  award  of  a  contract  by  the 
public  agency  he  or  she  serves.  Specifies  that  a  public  officer  or  employee  derives  a  direct  benefit  from  a  contract 
if  the  person,  or  his  or  her  spouse,  (1 )  has  more  than  a  1 0%  ownership  or  other  interest  in  an  entity  that  is  a  party 
to  the  contract;  (2)  derives  any  income  or  commission  directly  from  the  contract,  or  (3)  acquires  property  under 
the  contract.  (Current  law  is  somewhat  ambiguous:  also,  it  may  allow  mere  employees  of  private  contractor  to 
benefit  from  contract  in  their  public  roles.  And  spouse  is  not  currently  included  in  prohibition,  at  least  under  case 
law.) 

Retains  exception  for  contracts  between  public  agencies  and  banks,  and  adds  new  exception  allowing 
conveyances  by  public  officers  or  employees  in  condemnation  proceeding  initiated  by  the  public  agency.  Also 
adds  exception  allowing  an  employment  relationship  between  a  public  agency  and  the  spouse  of  a  public  officer 
of  the  agency.  Retains  exception  for  remuneration  to  doctors,  etc.,  who  are  public  officers  or  employees  and 
provide  services  to  the  needy.  Retains  requirement  that  public  officers  who  will  derive  benefits  from  contracts 
under  these  exceptions  may  not  deliberate  or  vote  on  the  contract;  adds  prohibition  on  attempting  to  influence  any 
other  person  who  is  involved  in  making  or  administering  the  contract. 
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Deletes  two-year  “rotating  door”  contracting  prohibition  for  state  officials  in  GS  14-234(c).  Specifies  that  GS 
14-234  does  not  apply  to  a  public  hospital  subject  to  GS  131E-14.2  ora  public  hospital  authority  subject  to  GS 
131E-21  (see  discussion  of  changes  in  those  statutes  below). 

Makes  contracts  entered  into  in  violation  of  GS  14-234  void,  but  allows  them  to  continue  in  effect  until  an 
alternative  can  be  arranged  when  immediate  termination  would  result  in  harm  to  the  public  health  or  welfare,  and 
the  continuation  is  approved  as  provided  in  act  by  the  chairman  of  the  Local  Gov’t  Comm’n  or  the  State  Director 
of  the  Budget,  as  appropriate. 

Adds  new  GS  131-14.2  specifying  that  no  member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  employee  of  a  public  hospital 
or  that  person’s  spouse  may  acquire  any  direct  or  indirect  interest  in  any  hospital  facility  or  property  included  or 
planned  to  be  included  in  a  hospital  facility,  or  have  any  direct  or  indirect  interest  in  any  contract  for  materials  or 
services  to  be  furnished  or  used  in  connection  with  any  hospital  facility,  except  an  employment  contract  for  an 
employee.  Includes  small  interest  exception  with  $12,500  for  medically  related  goods  and  services  and  $25,000 
for  other  goods  and  services  limits  within  a  12-month  period;  approval  by  specific  resolution  in  an  open  meeting, 
recording  in  minutes,  and  recusal  by  interested  official  are  required.  Statute’s  general  prohibition  does  not  apply 
to  contracts  with  banks,  so  long  as  they  are  authorized  by  the  board  by  specific  resolution  on  which  no  interested 
director  votes.  Prohibition  does  not  apply  to  employment  relationship  between  a  public  hospital  and  spouse  of  a 
board  of  directors  member. 

Specifies  that  employment  or  10%  or  less  ownership  interest  does  not  make  a  person  interested,  but  specific 
resolution  and  recusal  are  again  required.  If  board  member,  employee,  or  spouse  owns  or  controls  property  listed 
above,  they  must  immediately  disclose  it  in  writing  to  board  for  board  to  enter  upon  its  minutes;  failure  to  do  so  is 
misconduct  in  office  and  grounds  for  removal.  Specifies  that  contracts  entered  into  in  violation  of  section  are  void, 
but  has  continuation  option  similar  to  revised  GS  14-234. 

Amends  GS  131E-21  to  add  spouses  to  conflict  of  interest  prohibitions  in  hospital  authority’s  statute.  Adds 
new  provisions  like  those  for  hospital  boards  concerning  small  dollar  amount  conflicts  of  interest,  employment 
relationships  with  spouses  of  boards,  and  void  contracts.  Net  effect  of  all  these  changes  is  to  make  GS  131-14.2 
and  131E-21  virtually  identical. 

Adds  cross-references  to  GS  14-234  in  GS  153A-44  and  160A-75  (county  and  city  governing  board  voting 
statutes)  and  makes  technical  and  other  conforming  changes.  Revised  GS  14-234(d1)  and  effective  date  section 
are  effective  April  1 , 2001 ,  and  apply  to  actions  taken  and  offenses  committed  on  or  after  that  date.  Remainder  of 
act  becomes  effective  July  1 ,  2002,  and  applies  to  actions  taken  and  offenses  committed  on  or  after  that  date. 
Specifies  that  prosecutions  for  offenses  committed  before  the  effective  dates  of  act’s  provisions  are  not  abated  or 
affected  by  act,  and  that  the  statutes  that  would  be  applicable  but  for  this  act  remain  applicable  to  those 
prosecutions. 

H  685.  OCCUR ANCY  TAX  FOR  CERTAIN  COUNTIES.  Intro.  3/19/01 .  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  ANSON,  MONTGOMERY,  AND 
STANLY  COUNTIES  TO  LEVY  A  ROOM  OCCUPANCY  AND  TOURISM  DEVELOPMENT  TAX.  TO  AUTHORIZE 
BEECH  MOUNTAIN  TO  INCREASE  ITS  OCCUPANCY  TAX,  TO  MAKE  ADMINISTRATIVE  CHANGES  TO 
BEECH  MOUNTAIN’S  OCCUPANCY  TAX,  TO  REPEAL  THE  AVERY  COUNTY  OCCUPANCY  TAX,  AND  TO 
AUTHORIZE  A  TAXING  DISTRICT  IN  AVERY  COUNTY  TO  LEVY  A  ROOM  OCCUPANCY  AND  TOURISM 
DEVELOPMENT  TAX.  Amends  S.L.  1987,  Ch.  376,  occupancy  and  tourism  development  tax  for  Beech  Mountain, 
to  allow  Town  Council  to  impose  an  additional  tax  of  3%  of  gross  receipts  from  rental  of  accommodations  on  top 
of  currently  authorized  3%  tax.  Eliminates  provision  that  exempts  from  currently  authorized  3%  occupancy  tax 
lodging  supplied  to  same  person  for  a  period  of  90  or  more  continuous  days.  Provides  that  both  taxes  to  be 
administered  under  G.S.  160A-215.  Requires  Beech  Mountain  Town  Council  to  create  Development  Authority  if 
levies  occupancy  tax  and  provides  that  1/3  of  net  proceeds  go  to  Avery  County  Tourism  Development  Authority 
and  2/3  to  Beech  Mountain  Tourism  Development  Authority  to  promote  travel  and  tourism.  Repeals  Avery  County 
occupancy  tax  and  replaces  it  with  creation  of  Avery  County  Room  Tax  District  (consisting  of  part  of  Avery  County 
not  located  within  the  town  limits  of  Beech  Mountain)  and  authorizes  district  to  levy  occupancy  tax  of  up  to  2%  of 
gross  receipts  from  room  rentals.  Limits  combined  district  and  town  occupancy  tax  in  towns  within  district  to  6%. 
.Requires  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Avery  County  to  create  Authority  of  11  members  as  specified  in  bill. 

H  1431.  CAR  PROPERTY  TAX  CREDIT.  Intro.  5/10/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Provides  that  tax  credit  because  of  change  in  registration  does  not  apply  if  transfer  of 
registration  plates  is  to  another  classified  motor  vehicle  of  like  vehicle  category  owned  by  transferee.

Prohibits  an  HMO,  hospital  or  medical  service  corporation,  or  insurer  from  excluding  providers  from  participation 
in  provider  networks  solely  on  the  basis  of  the  provider’s  license  or  certification,  or  on  the  basis  that  the  provider 
lacks  hospital  privileges,  unless  the  use  of  hospital  services  would  be  expected.  Adds  new  subpart  H,  to  create 
GS  58-3-265  prohibiting  an  insurer  offering  a  health  benefit  plan  from  offering  financial  incentives  to  participating 
providers  to  deny,  reduce,  withhold,  limit,  or  delay  medical  services.  Provision  does  not  prohibit  paying  on  a 
capitation  basis  or  paying  based  on  aggregate  services  rendered  by  the  provider  or  on  the  insurer’s  financial 
performance.  Amends  provisions  on  mandated  benefits  (Part  III  of  the  bill)  to  require  coverage  for  phase  II 
covered  clinical  trials  (was,  phase  III,  and  IV  only).  Provides  that  law  does  not  require  payment  or  reimbursement 
for  non-FDA  approved  drugs  used  after  the  clinical  trial  has  been  discontinued.  Amends  GS  58-50-75  (regarding 
external  review)  to  specify  that  it  applies  to  the  Teachers'  and  State  Employees  Comprehensive  Major  Medical 
Plan  and  the  Health  Insurance  Program  for  Children.  Changes  time  periods  for  Commissioners  notification  of 
request  for  external  review,  and  insurer's  provision  of  information  to  Commissioner  to  three  business  days  (was, 
immediately).

SF  RITUOUS  LIQUOR  THAT  APPLIES  TO  OTHER  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES.  (11)  ELIMINATE  THE  SPECIAL 
TAX  BREAK  FOR  LUXURY  VEHICLES.  (12)  EXEMPT  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  AND  RESCUE  VEHICLES  FROM 
HIGHWAY  USE  TAX.  (13)  EXEMPT  CERTAIN  ITEMS  PURCHASED  DURING  A  SPECIFIC  PERIOD  FROM  THE 
SALES  AND  USE  TAX.  AND  (14)  ELIMINATE  OTHER  TAX  LOOPHOLES. 

Amends  GS  105-134.6  to  phase  in  an  increase  in  the  standard  deduction  for  married  people.  For  tax  years 
beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1, 2002,  the  deduction  for  married  filing  jointly  is  increased  from  $5,000  to  35,500  and 
for  those  filing  separately,  from  $2,500  to  $2,750.  For  tax  years  beginning  Jan.  1 ,  2003.  those  deductions  are 
increased  to  $6,000  and  $3,000  respectively. 

Amends  GS  1 05-151 .24  to  phase  in  an  increase  in  the  tax  credit  for  each  dependent  child  from  $60  to  $75  in 
tax  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2002,  and  to  $1 00  for  tax  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 .  2003. 

Authorizes  an  additional  >2  cent  local  sales  and  use  tax,  which  counties  may  levy  if  approved  by  a  majority  of 
those  voting  in  a  special  election,  or  by  resolution  following  a  public  hearing  if  the  question  of  whether  to  levy  the 
tax  has  not  been  defeated  in  a  special  election  within  two  years.  Tax  proceeds  are  distributed  one-half  on  a  point- 
of-origin  basis  and  one-half  on  a  per  capita  basis,  and  then  allocated  between  the  county  and  its  municipalities 
using  the  same  formula  by  which  current  local  sales  taxes  are  allocated  in  each  county.  Repeals  the  statutes  that 
provide  for  reimbursements  to  local  governments  for  previously  repealed  inventory  and  intangibles  taxes.  Enacts 
new  GS  105-521  setting  up  a  mechanism  to  “hold  harmless'  the  local  governments  in  the  event  that  the  tax 
revenue  from  the  new  14  cent  tax  is  less  than  the  amount  that  would  have  been  reimbursed  under  the  repealed 
provisions,  in  which  case  the  Secretary  of  Revenue  must  pa;/  the  difference  to  the  local  government. 

Increases  the  state  sales  tax  from  4%  to  4.5%  effective  Dec.  1 , 2001 ,  for  three  years  (expiring  on  Oct.  1 , 
2004).  Exempts  from  the  increased  tax  construction  materials  purchased  for  contracts  made  or  awarded,  or 
contained  in  a  bid  made  before  the  effective  date  of  the  levy  if  the  materials  would  otherwise  have  been  subject  to 
the  tax. 

Adds  new  GS  105-151 .29  creating  state  earned  income  tax  credit  of  10%  of  the  amount  of  credit  an 
individual  qualifies  for  under  section  32  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code;  provides  for  reduced  credit  for 
nonresidents  and  part-year  residents  according  to  formula  in  current  GS  105-134.5  (defining  taxable  income  of 
such  individuals).  Provides  for  refund  if  credit  exceeds  tax  in  posed;  also  provides  that  in  computing  tax  against 
which  multiple  credits  are  allowed,  nonrefundable  credits  a-'e  s  ubtracted  before  refundable  credits.  Encourages 
Dept,  of  Revenue  to  notify  eligible  taxpayers  of  new  credit  and  how  to  obtain  it.  Effective  for  taxable  years 
beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 , 2001 . 

Amends  GS  105-304. 2(a)  to  create  new  tax  bracket,  with  tax  rate  of  8%  (.25%  higher  than  current  highest 
rate),  for  married  individuals  filing  a  joint  return  and  for  surv  v.ng  spouses  with  an  income  over  $200,000;  for 
heads  of  households  with  an  income  over  $160,000;  for  unrr  arried  individuals  with  an  income  over  $120,000,  and 
for  married  individuals  who  do  not  file  a  joint  return  with  an  income  over  $100,000.  Effective  for  taxable  years 
beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 , 2001 ,  and  expires  for  taxable  years  beginning  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2004.

105-228. 5(d)(2)  for  insurers  (was,  as  if  the  companies  were  insurers  providing  health  insurance).  Effective  for 
taxable  years  beginning  Jan.  2,  2002. 

Repeals  GS  105-164.13(37),  whioh  exempts  spirituous  liquor  from  retail  sales  and  use  tax.  and  amends  GS 
105-164. 4(a),  to  impose  a  6%  sales  tax  on  spirituous  liquor,  effective  Oct.  1, 2001,  Amends  GS  105-187. 3(a)  to 
delete  the  $1,500  cap  on  the  3%  highway  use  tax  on  non-commercial  vehicles.  Exempts  from  the  highway  use  tax 
certain  vehicles  (fire  trucks,  emergency  vehicles,  and  other  specified  vehicles)  transferred  to  volunteer  fire 
departments  and  volunteer  rescue  squads  that  are  not  part  of  a  unit  of  local  government,  have  no  more  than  two 
paid  employees,  and  are  exempt  from  state  income  tax  under  GS  105-130  1 1  These  changes  in  the  highway  use 
tax  are  effective  Oct.  1 , 2001 ,  and  applicable  to  certificates  of  title  issued  on  or  after  that  date.  Effective  July  1 , 
2001 ,  increases  the  amount  of  highway  use  taxes  transferred  from  the  Highway  Trust  Fund  to  the  General  Fund 
as  follows:  In  2001-2002,  $1,700,000;  in  2002-2003,  $2,400,00;  in  each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  the  sum  transferred 
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in  the  previous  fiscal  year  plus  or  minus  the  percentage  of  the  previous  sum  equal  to  the  percentage  by  which  tax 
collections  increased  or  decreased.

Adds  appropriation  of  $12,300,000  from 
General  Fund  to  State  Treasurer  for  debt  service;  authorizes  Dep't  of  Revenue  to  recruit  (but  not  hire)  personnel 
for  Project  Collect  Tax;  appropriates  $2,465,000  of  State  Treasurer  receipts  to  replace  optical  imaging  system  as 
title  indicates.  Deletes  provision  in  Section  2.1(g)(3)  of  previous  version  relating  to  evaluation  of  clients  and 
families  exempted  from  work  participation  requirements.  Authorizes  Div’n  of  Social  Services  to  use  up  to 
$750,000  in  TANF  funds  to  complete  the  evaluation  of  Work  First;  and  $75,000  to  establish  an  administrative 
position  to  implement  domestic  violence  services  program.  Adds  new  provisions  in  Section  2.1(z)  delineating 
efforts  to  strengthen  and  enhance  prevention  and  intervention  programs  directed  at  the  reduction  of  HIV/AIDS

S  61.  CONTINUING  BUDGET  AUTHORIZATION.  Intro.  2/6/01.  House  amendments  make  the  following  changes 
to  3rd  edition.  Amendment  number  1  revises  section  10(c)  to  require  nonresident  tuition  to  be  set  at  a  rate  to 
generate  $30,864,857  in  additional  receipts  in  the  2001-2002  academic  year,  and  to  prohibit  the  Board  of 
Governors  from  increasing  tuition  for  in-state  students  for  the  2001-2002  academic  year.  (Previous  version 
required  9%  across  the  board  increase.)  Does  not  affect  campus-initiated  tuition  increases  already  in  effect. 
Amendment  number  2  amends  section  6(b)  to  require  that  the  medical  coverage  policy  be  published  in  the  North 
Carolina  Register.  Amendment  number  3  deletes  provision  in  section  2.1(bb)  which  would  have  allocated  excess 
TANF  funds  for  specified  project. 

S  433.  FAIRVIEW  INCORPORATED.  Intro.  3/13/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Changes  boundary  description;  provides  for  initial  elections  in  2003  and  2005  instead  of  2001  and 
2003  (terms  and  staggering  system  remain  the  same,  and  same  named  individuals  serve  as  appointed  Mayor  and 
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Town  Council  until  elections);  deletes  provision  concerning  2000-2001  fiscal  year;  and  sets  date  of  incorporation 
election  as  Nov.  6,  2001. 


S  664.  UNION/MONROE  PREPARED  FOOD  TAX.  Intro.  3/22/01 .  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Adds  Union  County  to  coverage  of  bill.  Authorizes  county,  after  10  days’  public 
notice  and  a  public  hearing,  to  adopt  a  resolution  levying  a  1%  prepared  food  tax  (Monroe  s  authorization  is 
changed  to  1%;  was,  up  to  1%).  Monroe’s  authority  to  levy  tax  is  suspended  if  Union  County  levies  tax. 

Rewrites  penalty  provision  to  provide  that  uniform  meals  tax  penalty  provisions  of  GS  153A-154.1  and  160A- 
214  1  apply  to  a  tax  levied  under  bill.  Requires  Union  County  to  remit  to  each  municipality  in  county  the  net 
proceeds  (defined)  of  tax  collected  from  retailers  located  within  that  municipality.  Specifies  purposes  for  which 
proceeds  must  be  used  (Monroe’s  purposes  are  unchanged). 


S  790  GOOD  FUNDS  SETTLEMENT  ACT  REVISIONS.  Intro.  4/3/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  REVISE  THE  GOOD  FUNDS  SEmBWE/VT  ACT 
TO  CLARIFY  THE  AUTHORITY  OF  A  SETTLEMENT  AGENT  TO  DISBURSE  SETTLEMENT  PROCEEDS  IN 
RELIANCE  ON  A  DEPOSIT  IN  THE  FORM  OF  A  CHECK  ISSUED  BY  AN  AGRICULTURAL  CREDIT 
ASSOCIATION  OR  IN  THE  FORM  OF  A  CHECK  DRAWN  ON  THE  ACCOUNT  OF  OR  ISSUED  BY  A  LICENSED 
MORTGAGE  BANKER.  Amends  GS  45A-4  as  title  indicates.  Amendment  effective  Jan.  1,  2002,  refers  to 
registered  mortgage  bankers  posting  required  surety  bond.  Amendment  effective  July  1,  2002,  incorporates 
reference  to  licensed  mortgage  banker  under  Ch.  53,  Art.  19A.

WHOLLY  OWNED  UNINCORPORATED  ENTITY,  AS  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  GENERAL  STATUTES 
COMMISSION,  AND  TO  MAKE  TECHNICAL  CHANGES  TO  HOUSE  BILL  1073  AND  SENATE  BILL  842,  AS 
ENACTED  By'tHE  2001  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY.  Makes  technical  changes  to  laws  as  title  indicates  (referenced 
bills  were  enacted  as  SL  2001-390  and  SL  387  and  relate  to  limited  liability  companies  and  corporations). 


H  189.  TEMPORARY  RULES/COASTAL  RESOURCES  &  ENV.  MGT.  Intro.  2/21/01.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Completely  rewrites  bill,  changing  title  to  AN  ACT  TO 
AUTHORIZE  THE  COASTAL  RESOURCES  COMMISSION  TO  ADOPT  TEMPORARY  RULES  TO  ESTABLISH 
ADDITIONAL  EXCEPTIONS  TO  THE  30-FOOT  BUFFER  REQUIREMENT  ALONG  PUBLIC  TRUST  AND 
ESTUARINE  WATERS  IN  CERTAIN  CIRCUMSTANCES  AND  TO  ALLOW  STRUCTURAL  MODIFICATIONS  TO 
PIERS  TO  PREVENT  OR  MINIMIZE  STORM  DAMAGE,  AND  TO  EXTEND  THE  TIME  THAT  TEMPORARY 
RULES  TO  PROTECT  WATER  QUALITY  AND  RIPARIAN  BUFFERS  IN  CERTAIN  RIVER  BASINS  WILL 
REMAIN  IN  EFFECT  SO  AS  TO  ALLOW  THE  ENVIRONMENTAL  MANAGEMENT  COMMISSION  ADDITIONAL 
TIME  TO  CONSULT  WITH  PERSONS  WHO  ARE  INTERESTED  IN  OR  MAY  BE  AFFECTED  BY  THE 
ADOPTION  OF  PERMANENT  RULES  TO  REPLACE  THOSE  TEMPORARY  RULES.  Authorizes  Coastal 
Resources  Comm’n  to  adopt  temporary  rules  allowing  as  exceptions  to  30-foot  buffer  requirement  the 
construction  of  certain  residential  structures  on  lots  platted  before  June  1,  1999,  and  the  construction  of  nonwater 
dependent  uses  that  have  minimal  impact  on  water  quality,  including  fences.  Authorizes  Coastal  Resources 
Comm’n  to  allow  structural  modifications  to  piers  in  existence  on  July  1,  2001,  to  prevent  or  minimize  storm 
damage.  Provides  that  temporary  rules  15A  NCAC  2B.0243  and  2B.0244  continue  in  effect  until  Sept.  1,  2003, 
(was,  July  1,  2001)  to  allow  Environmental  Management  Comm’n  to  consult  further  with  business  and  industries, 
local  governments,  landowners,  and  other  interested  persons  in  the  upper  and  lower  Catawba  River  Basin  as  to 
the  appropriate  scope  of  permanent  rules  to  protect  water  quality  and  riparian  buffers  in  that  river  basin. 

Also  includes  subsection  stating  that  vested  rights  recognized  under  common  law  and  certain  statutes 
include  the  right  to  undertake  and  complete  development  in  the  Catawba  River  Basin  without  application  of 
temporary  rule  15A  NCAC  2B.0243.  Prohibits  Environmental  Management  Comm’n  and  DEHNR  from  applying 
that  temporary  rule  to  development  with  vested  rights  recognized  or  established  under  statute  prior  to  July  1 , 

2001 ,  or  to  development  with  vested  rights  under  common  law  prior  to  effective  date  of  act  if  Comm  n  has  issued 
certification  under  GS  143B-282(a)(1)u.  prior  to  July  1 , 2001 .  States  that  Comm’n  shall  not  adopt  or  enforce  rules 
that  confer  or  restrict  vested  right  to  undertake  or  complete  development.  States  that  intent  of  General  Assembly 
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is  to  apply  these  provisions  only  to  circumstances  addressed  in  this  subsection  and  that  subsection  does  not 
establish  precedent  as  to  application  of  vesting  under  other  zoning,  land-use  planning,  or  environmental  program. 

H  280.  SESSION  LENGTH  LIMITS.  Intro.  2/28/01.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd 
edition.  Changes  title  to  read  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONSTITUTION  TO  LIMIT  THE 
LENGTH  OF  LEGISLATIVE  SESSIONS,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  AN  EARLIER  CONVENING  OF  THE 
GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  FOR  ORGANIZATION.  Proposes  a  constitutional  amendment  and  conforming  statutory 
changes,  subject  to  a  referendum,  as  title  indicates.  If  approved,  session  would  begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
December  after  the  election.  Odd-number  year  (“long")  sessions  would  be  limited  to  135  calendar  days,  beginning 
on  the  December  date,  with  the  possibility  of  extension  by  joint  resolution  for  no  more  than  10  days.  Tolls  the 
numerical  limit  in  the  case  of  a  mid-session  adjournment  of  less  than  30  days.  Even  number  (“short")  sessions 
would  be  limited  to  60  calendar  days.  Session  limit  does  not  apply  to  sessions  reconvened  by  the  Governor  under 
Art.  Ill,  Sec.  5  of  the  North  Carolina  Constitution.  Amendment  to  be  voted  on  at  next  statewide  election. 

H  381.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SYSTEM  REFORM.  Intro.  3/1/01.  Senate  amendments  make  the  following  changes  to 
5th  edition.  Amendment  #  1  makes  largely  technical  changes  to  GS  122C-141 ,  clarifying  procedure  for  area 
authorities  and  county  programs  to  obtain  approval  f'-om  Sec'y  of  DHHS  to  provide  services  directly.  Amendment 
#  2  revises  GS  122C-1 17(a)(7)  to  provide  that  Sec'y  may  (rather  than  must)  appoint  one  member  of  search 
committees  for  area  director.

Appropriates  to  State  Treasurer  from  departmental  receipts  $2,465,000  for  2001-2002 
fiscal  year  to  replace  optical  imaging  system  used  by  Retirement  Systems  Div’n.  Deletes  provision  for  “More  at 
Four’  program  and  appropriation  for  that  program.  Changes  title  accordingly. 

Authorizes  Div’n  of  Social  Services  to  use  up  to  $750,000  in  TANF  funds  to  complete  evaluation  of  Work 
First;  deletes  requirement  that  Div’n  continue  current  evaluation  to  profile  clients  and  families  exempted  from 
federal  and  state  work  participation  requirements.  Authorizes  Div’n  to  use  up  to  $75,000  to  establish 
administrative  position  within  Div’n  to  provide  domestic  violence  services  to  Work  First  recipients;  changes  due 
date  for  submission  of  county  plans  on  delivery  of  such  services  from  Oct.  1  to  Dec.  1 ,  2001 .

containing  detailed  provisions  for  insuranoe  premium  rate  redichon  for  completion  of  accident  prevention  course, 
with  amendment  to  GS  58-36-30(d),  providing  that  a  downward  deviation  in  rates  for  insureds  55  years  of  age  or 
older  may  be  conditioned  on  the  successful  completion  of  a  rn:icr  vehicle  accident  prevention  course  that  has 
been  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles.  Creates  new  GS  58-2-53  to  provide  that  approval  or 
disapproval  of  a  filing  with  the  Commissioner  or  Department  .  nder  GS  Ch.  58  is  an  agency  decision  under  GS 
Ch.  150B  only  with  respect  to  the  person  making  the  filing  or  any  person  that  intervenes  in  the  filing  Amends 
Section  4  of  SL  2001-236  to  change  the  effective  date  from  0''t.  1, 2001,  to  Jan.  1,  2002. 

H  381.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SYSTEM  REFORM.  Intro.  3/1/01.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to 
5th  edition.  Clarifies  that  the  phrase  “within  available  resources. ''  as  used  in  GS  Ch.  122C.  means  state  funds 
appropriated  and  non-state  funds  and  other  resources  appropriated,  allocated,  or  otherwise  made  available  for 
mental  health,  developmental  disabilities,  and  substance  abuse  services. 

H  623.  PUBLIC  CONSTRUCTION  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  3/15/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  MAKE  CHANGES  IN  THE  LAWS  GOVERNING 
THE  PUBLIC  CONSTRUCTION  LAWS  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  EFFICIENCIES  AND  FLEXIBILITY  IN  BUILDING 
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DESIGN,  CONSTRUCTION.  AND  PLAN  REVIEW.  TO  PROMOTE  ENERGY  EFFICIENCY  IN  STATE-OWNED 
BUILDINGS.  AND  TO  AMEND  THE  LAW  GOVERNING  LANDSCAPE  SERVICES,  and  rewrites  bill  as  follows. 

GS  143-128-Revises  GS  143-128  to  authorize  the  state,  counties,  municipalities,  and  other  public  bodies  to 
award  contracts  for  the  erection,  construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  buildings  pursuant  to  any  of  5  methods,  as 
they  choose:  separate-prime  bidding  (currently  available);  single-prime  bidding  (currently  available  with 
limitations);  dual  bidding  (where  both  separate-prime  and  single-prime  bids  are  received,  and  the  public  body  is 
free  to  choose  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  from  either  set  of  bids;  only  schools  may  currently  use);  construction 
management  services  contracts  (not  currently  available);  and  alternative  contracting  methods  authorized  by  the 
State  Building  Comm'n  pursuant  to  GS  143-135.26(9)  (currently  available).  Separate  specifications  for  separate 
branches  of  work  need  only  be  drawn  if  the  contract  is  to  be  bid  under  either  the  separate-prime  or  the  dual 
bidding  system.  These  provisions  apply  to  contracts  of  over  $300,000  (now,  $100,000),  except  that  provisions 
regarding  minority  contracting  apply  to  contracts  over  $100,000  (present  dollar  limit). 

Construction  Management.  Defines  construction  management  services  and  construction  manager,  and 
provides  that  selection  of  a  construction  manager  (CM)  is  subject  to  the  guidelines  in  GS  Ch.  143,  Art.3D 
CM  must  provide  construction  management  services  for  a  project  throughout  the  preconstruction  and 
construction  phases  and  must  be  licensed  as  a  general  contractor  if  those  services  are  provided  at  risk. 
Specifies  that  design  services  must  be  provided  by  a  licensed  architect  or  engineer  who  contracts  directly 
with  owner.  CM  contracts  directly  with  public  entity  for  all  construction  and  guarantees  cost  of  project.  CM 
publicly  advertises  project  as  required  by  GS  143-129,  and  prequalifies  and  receives  bids  from  prequalifying 
subcontractors.  CM  may  only  do  work  itself  in  limited,  specified  circumstances.  Bids  are  opened  publicly, 
with  CM  acting  as  public  entity’s  fiduciary  in  opening  and  awarding  them.  Public  entity  opens  and  reviews  all 
bids  with  CM  Public  entity  may  require  a  different  subcontractor  be  selected  for  any  portion  of  the  work  so 
long  as  CM  is  compensated  for  any  additional  cost.  Award  standard  is  lowest  responsible  bidder,  taking  into 
consideration  quality,  performance,  the  time  specified  in  the  bids  for  performance  of  the  contract,  the  cost  of 
construction  oversight,  time  for  completion,  and  other  factors  deemed  appropriate  by  the  public  entity  and 

advertised  as  part  of  the  bid  solicitation  (new  factors  not  found  in  current  formal  bid  award  standard).  If  bids 
are  awarded  by  CM  method,  public  entity  must  make  a  dispute  resolution  process  available  to 
subcontractors,  which  may  include  the  dispute  resolution  process  adopted  by  the  State  Building  Comm’n 
under  GS  143-135.26(12).  Requires  CM  to  make  a  good  faith  effort  to  recruit  and  select  minority 
businesses,  as  defined  in  GS  143-128(f)  for  participation  in  total  value  of  contracts  awarded;  sets  12.5%  goal 
for  state,  and  other  public  owners  set  own  goals  under  GS  143-128(f).  Public  entity  must  adopt  written 
guidelines  specifying  what  CM  must  do  to  ensure  a  good  faith  effort,  and  CM  must  file  an  affidavit  after 
subcontractor  bidding  attesting  that  it  has  done  so. 

All  governmental  entities  may  participate  in  dual  bidding  under  bill,  and  separate-prime  bids  must  be 
submitted  one  hour  (now,  three  hours)  prior  to  the  deadline  for  the  submission  of  single-prime  bids.  Deletes 
requirement  that  bids  may  not  be  opened  unless  the  unit  receives  a  bid  from  at  least  one  general  contractor  under 
the  separate-prime  system. 

Makes  clear  that  all  building  contractors  must  submit  affidavits  to  the  awarding  authority  that  they  have  made 
a  good  faith  effort  under  GS  143-128(f)  (minority  recruitment).  Failure  to  file  the  affidavit  is  grounds  for  rejection 
of  the  bid  or  proposal.  Adds  State  Building  Commission's  dispute  resolution  process  to  those  that  the  public  body 
may  provide  for  in  the  contract  documents  whenever  separate  contracts  are  awarded  and  separate  contractors 
engaged. 

GS  143-129-Increases  formal  bidding  limit  for  construction  contracts  to  $300,000  from  $100,000.  Increases 
formal  bidding  limit  for  purchases  to  $90,000  from  $50,000.  Provides  that  contracts  subject  to  GS  Ch.  143,  Art. 

3D  (currently,  contracts  for  architectural,  engineering,  and  services)  are  not  subject  to  GS  Ch,  143,  Art.  8  (the 
bidding  article). 

GS  133-1. 1(a)-lncreases  the  minimum  dollar  amounts  above  which  contracts  involving  the  expenditure  of 
public  funds  for  buildings,  utilities,  etc.,  must  use  a  licensed  engineer  or  architect,  to  $300,000  from  $100,000  for 
the  repair  of  public  buildings  where  major  structural  change  in  framing  or  foundation  support  systems  is  not 
included;  to  $135,000  from  $45,000  for  such  repairs  where  such  change  is  included,  and  to  $135,000  from 
$45,000  for  the  construction  of,  or  additions  to,  public  buildings  or  state-owned  and  operated  utilities. 
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GS  44A-26(a)-lncreases  the  threshold  at  which  performance  and  payment  bonds  are  required.  They  are 
required  of  any  contractor  with  a  contract  more  than  $50,000,  when  the  project  exceeds  $300,000.  (Limits  were 
$15,000  and  $100,000,  respectively.)  Makes  conforming  changes. 

The  University  of  North  Carolina.  Amends  GS  1 16-31.1 1(a)  to  increase  UNC  Board  of  Governors' 
authorization  under  that  statute  concerning  fee  negotiations,  contracts,  and  capital  improvements  from  $500,000 
to  $2,000,000,  and  amends  GS  143-341(3)  (Dep’t  of  Administration’s  architecture  and  engineering  powers)  to 
specify  that  (3)  does  not  apply  to  the  design,  construction,  or  renovation  of  projects  by  UNC  under  GS  116-31.11, 
except  for  (3)b. (assistance  to  agencies  in  preparing  appropriation  requests)  and  (3)b1.  (feasibility  of  statement  of 
needs).  Amends  GS  1 33-1 . 1  (d)  to  specify  that  the  provisions  of  that  statute  (requiring  a  registered  architect  or 
engineer)  do  not  apply  to  various  specified  UNC  projects  that  are  subject  to  specified  policies  and  that  are 
inspected  by  the  State  Electrical  Inspector  and  by  some  part  or  affiliate  of  UNC  as  specified.  Repeals  GS  143- 
64.34,  which  took  effect  July  1,  2001,  and  reenacts  prior  GS  143-64.34,  along  with  143-135.3,  150B-1(f),  and  143- 
135.1,  all  as  they  were  enacted  in  SL1997-412. 

State  Building  Comm'n.  Adds  to  powers  and  duties  of  Comm'n  the  following:  (1)  To  adopt  rules  for 
coordinating  the  plan  review,  approval,  and  permit  process  for  community  college  buildings,  with  specified  time 
frames  including  submission  of  plans  to  State  Construction  Office.  (2)  To  adopt  rules  exempting  specified  types  of 
state  capital  improvement  projects,  including  community  college  buildings,  from  plan  review  if  plans  have  been 
reviewed  and  sealed  by  licensed  architect,  engineer,  or  both,  as  appropriate.  (3)  To  adopt  rules,  no  later  than 
Jan.  1,  2002,  governing  review  and  final  approval  of  plans  that  are  submitted  to  the  State  Construction  Office 
pursuant  to  GS  58-31-40  (fire  safety  approval).  (4)  To  direct  the  Dep’t  of  Administration  in  the  development  of 
guidelines  for  agency  evaluation  of  energy  savings  contracts  pursuant  to  new  GS  143-64. 17F  (state  agencies 
must  use  such  contracts  when  feasible).  (5)  To  develop  dispute  resolution  procedures,  including  mediation,  for 
subcontractors  under  the  single-prime  contracting  system  and  under  the  construction  management  system  on 
state  capital  improvement  projects  and  community  college  buildings,  for  use  by  any  agency  that  has  not 
developed  its  own  process.  (6)  To  adopt  rules  governing  the  use  of  open-end  design  agreements  for  state  capital 
improvement  projects  and  community  college  buildings,  where  the  fee  does  not  exceed  amount  specified  in  GS 
143-64. 34(b). 

GS  58-31-40.  Places  specific  time  limits  on  Comm’r  of  Insurance’s  review  of  building  plans  for  fire  safety 
pursuant  to  statute.  Provides  owner  with  two-step  remedy  process  if  Comm’r  does  not  act  in  a  timely  manner, 
culminating  in  review  and  final  approval  by  State  Construction  Office. 

Guaranteed  Energy  Savings  Contracts.  Adds  state  agencies,  boards,  and  commissions  to  the  coverage  of 
GS  CH.  143,  Art.  3B,  Part  2.  Requires  state  governmental  units,  including  state  universities,  to  evaluate  the  use 
of  such  contracts  in  reducing  energy  costs  and  authorizes  their  use  when  feasible  and  practical.  Dep’t  of 
Administration  is  to  develop  guidelines  for  agency  evaluation  of  contracts.  Directs  Dep’t  to  develop  a  plan  for 
establishing  and  implementing  an  energy  efficiency  goal  for  all  state  buildings.  The  Dep’t  is  to  report  the  plan  to 
the  General  Assembly  no  later  than  May  1 ,  2002,  by  filing  copies  with  the  Office  of  the  President  Pro  Tern,  of  the 
Senate,  the  Office  of  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  legislative  Fiscal  Research  Division,  and 
the  Legislative  Library. 

Miscellaneous.  Revises  definition  of  landscape  architecture  in  GS  89A-1(3).  Directs  State  Board  of 
Examiners  for  Engineers  and  Surveyors  and  Board  of  Landscape  Architects  to  meet  and  confer  to  identify  areas 
of  overlap  or  common  practice  and  to  consider  means  for  resolving  disputes  concerning  specified  matters.  They 
are  to  present  a  joint  written  report  to  General  Assembly  by  April  30,  2002. 

Authorizes  New  Hanover  Regional  Medical  Center  to  use  force  account  qualified  personnel  on  its  payroll  to 
maintain,  repair,  renovate,  and  improve  hospital  and  medical  facilities  that  it  owns  or  manages,  if  it  does  so  under 
specified  conditions;  despite  GS  Ch.  143,  Art.  8,  which  places  a  dollar  limit  on  the  use  of  such  labor.  This  last 
provision  expires  Dec.  31,  2007.  Repeals  expiration  dates  and  other  limitations  on  certain  local  bills  having  to  do 
with  construction. 

UNC  provisions  become  effective  July  1,  2001.  Amendment  to  GS  58-31-40  becomes  effective  Jan.  1, 2002. 
Remainder  of  bill  is  effective  when  it  becomes  law. 
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H  1272.  ENERGY  CONSERVATION/PILOT  PROGRAM.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Conference  report  recommends  the 
following  changes  to  4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Adopts  Senate  Committee  Substitute  of 
5/16/01 ,  4*^  ed.  engrossed  8/21/01 ,  with  the  exception  that  the  effective  date  is  changed  from  July  1 , 2001 ,  to  Oct. 
1, 2001. 

H  1427.  AMEND  USE  VALUE  STATUTES.  Intro.  5/8/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  CERTAIN  USE  VALUE  DEFINITIONS;  TO  PERMIT 
A  CHANGE  OF  OWNERSHIP  WITH  CONTINUED  QUALIFICATION  FOR  DEFERRED  TAX  STATUS;  TO 
PROVIDE  AN  OPTION  FOR  REPAYMENT  OF  ANY  DEFERRED  TAXES;  TO  ESTABLISH  THE  USE  VALUE 
AND  LAND  TAXATION  STUDY  COMMISSION;  AND  TO  MAKE  CONFORMING  CHANGES.  Makes  technical 
changes  only.

House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
4th  edition.  Makes  technical  change  only.

Requires 
submission  of  financial  reports  to  Board  by  participating  candidates;  also  requires  reports  in  certain  circumstances 
by  candidates  who  are  not  receiving  money  from  Fund  and  by  entities  making  independent  expenditures  in 
support  of  or  in  opposition  to  candidate  who  is  receiving  money  from  Fund.  Provides  for  “rescue  funds  for 
candidate  who  is  receiving  money  from  Fund  when  opponent’s  expenditures  exceed  trigger  amount. 

Establishes  Advisory  Council  for  Fair  Elections  Fund  under  Board  to  advise  Board  on  administration  of  Fund 
Provides  for  two  appointments  by  Governor  from  list  of  individuals  nominated  by  state  chair  of  political  party  with 
greatest  number  of  registered  voters;  two  appointments  by  Governor  from  list  of  individuals  nominated  by  state 
chair  with  second  greatest  number  of  registered  voters;  and  one  member  by  unanimous  vote  of  all  members  of 
Board. 

Provides  for  civil  penalty  of  $10,000  per  violation  of  act  or  three  times  amount  of  any  financial  transactions 
involved  in  violation,  whichever  is  greater.

Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  1st 
edition.  Changes  title  of  bill  to  AN  ACT  TO  PREVENT  THE  MISREPRESENTATION  OF  THE  AUTHORITY  OF  A 
NOTARY  PUBLIC.  Deletes  all  provisions  of  original  bill.  Amends  GS  10A-4(c)  by  adding  that  Sec’y  of  State  may 
deny  application  for  commission  or  recommission  as  a  notary  public  if  applicant  knowingly  uses  false  or 
misleading  advertising  to  represent  that  applicant  has  authority  not  authorized  by  law  or  applicant  is  found  by  a 
court  to  have  engaged  in  unauthorized  practice  of  law.

sand,  from  other  sand  sources,  the  planting  of  vegetation,  and  the  building  of  structures  that  are  in  conformity  with 
the  North  Carolina  Coastal  Program”);  (2)  adds  sec.  5.1(c)(2)(d.)  and  sec.  6.2(c)(4),  sec.  7.5  to  allow  tax  proceeds 
for  the  three  local  governments  mentioned  above  to  be  used  for  expenditures  for  the  costs  of  associated 
nonhardening  activities  such  as  the  planting  of  vegetation,  the  building  of  dunes,  and  the  placement  of  sand 
fences;  and  (3)  adds  back  sec.  10.1-10.2  (Town  of  Selma)  and  sec.  11.1-11.2  (City  of  Smithfield)  to  authorize 
each  city  to  levy  a  1%  room  occupancy  tax  such  that  net  proceeds  of  tax  are  remitted  to  the  Johnston  County 
Tourism  Authority,  which  must  use  two-thirds  of  the  funds  from  each  city  to  promote  travel  and  tourism  in  each 
and  one-third  for  tourism-related  expenditures  in  each. 

S  312.  AMEND  ENVIRONMENTAUHEALTH  LAWS.  Intro.  3/5/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO:  (1)  AMEND  CERTAIN  LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE 
CERTIFICATION  OF  WELL  CONTRACTORS  AND  TO  INCREASE  THE  MAXIMUM  CIVIL  PENALTY  THAT  MAY 
BE  ASSESSED  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  THE  WELL  CONTRACTORS  CERTIFICATION  ACT  OR  THE  WELL 
CONSTRUCTION  ACT;  (2)  CLARIFY  THAT  THE  REQUIREMENTS  OF  G.S.  106-660  APPLY  ONLY  TO 
INSTALLATIONS  THAT  HANDLE,  STORE,  DISTRIBUTE,  OR  APPLY  ANHYDROUS  AMMONIA  FOR 
FERTILIZER  USE;  (3)  REQUIRE  THAT  SOLID  WASTE  THAT  IS  TO  BE  INCINERATED  IN  CERTAIN 
INCINERATORS  BE  VISUALLY  INSPECTED  IN  ORDER  TO  PREVENT  THE  INCINERATION  OF  WASTE  THAT 
MAY  NOT  BE  LAWFULLY  INCINERATED;  AND  (4)  AMEND  THE  EXEMPTION  OF  CERTAIN 
ESTABLISHMENTS  THAT  PREPARE  OR  SERVE  FOOD  OR  DRINK  FROM  REGULATION  AS  FOOD  AND 
LODGING  FACILITIES.  Amends  GS  87-98.12  by  adding  paragraph  (b),  which  creates  an  exemption  from  the 
continuing  education  requirements  for  well  contractors.  The  new  provision  would  make  exempt  from  the 
requirements  any  well  contractor  who  is  at  least  70  years  old  and  has  20  or  more  years  of  experience  in  well 
contractor  activity,  and  who  has  no  record  of  violating  the  North  Carolina  Well  Construction  Act  or  the  Well 
Contractors  Certification  provisions  or  any  related  rule  or  order  in  the  previous  10  years.  This  exemption  will 
expire  on  Sept.  1,  2008.  Allows  the  Well  Contractors  Certification  Commission  to  adopt  temporary  rules  as 
provided  in  the  section  until  July  1,  2002  (3"'^  edition  of  the  bill  had  a  deadline  of  April  1,  2002).  Amends  GS  106- 
660(g)  by  adding  language  to  clarify  that  the  provision  requiring  the  Comm’r  of  Agriculture  to  approve  the  layout  of 
any  ammonia  installation  prior  to  its  construction  applies  only  to  installations  that  handle,  store,  distribute,  or  apply 
anhydrous  ammonia  for  fertilizer  use.  The  amendment  also  makes  a  number  of  stylistic  changes.  Amends  GS 
130A-309. 10(h)  by  deleting  incineration  as  a  method  of  disposal  that  could  result  in  a  non-violative  accidental  or 
occasional  disposal  of  prohibited  solid  waste.  Amends  GS  130A-309.10  by  adding  new  subsections  (i)  and  (j). 
New  GS  130A-309.10(i)  provides  that  the  accidental  or  occasional  disposal  of  small  amounts  of  prohibited  solid 
waste  by  incineration  shall  be  considered  non-violative  if  the  Dep’t  of  Environment  and  Natural  Resources 
(hereinafter  “Dep’t”)  has  approved  a  plan  and  issued  a  permit  for  the  incinerator  pursuant  to  new  subsection  (j),  or 
if  the  incinerator  is  exempt  from  permit  requirements.  New  GS  130A-309.10(j)  provides  that  an  applicant  seeking 
a  permit  for  an  incinerator  as  required  under  Art.9  of  Ch.  130A  may,  at  the  time  of  application,  file  an  incinerator 
plan  which  establishes  a  program  to  prevent  the  incineration  of  certain  prohibited  solid  wastes.  The  program 
must  include  random  visual  inspection  of  10%  of  solid  waste  scheduled  for  incineration  as  well  as  a  record 
keeping  plan  for  inspections  and  additional  training  for  personnel  to  spot  prohibited  types  of  waste.  If  the  plan 
contains  all  of  the  required  components,  the  Dep't  may  approve  it  and  issue  a  permit  for  incineration.  The  bill 
further  provides  that  any  incinerator  that  has  received  a  permit  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  new  subsection  (j), 
which  has  a  plan  that  complies  with  the  new  requirements,  shall  submit  that  plan  to  the  Dep’t  for  approval  within 
90  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  new  provision,  and  must  implement  the  plan  within  60  days  of  its  approval. 
Requires  the  Environmental  Management  Commission  to  adopt  temporary  rules  by  March  1 ,  2002,  including  a 
compliance  schedule  that  requires  existing  units  to  achieve  final  compliance  with  the  rules  by  March  1,  2003. 
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Requires  the  Lower  Cape  Fear  River  Research  and  Education  Program  (UNC-W)  to  obtain  funding  to  conduct 
water  quality  and  sediment  sampling  for  contamination  in  the  Lower  Cape  Fear  River.  Amends  GS  130A-250(7), 
which  exempts  from  regulation  certain  establishments  that  prepare  or  serve  food  or  drink,  by  adding  the 
requirement  that,  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  exemption,  such  an  establishment  must  be  (1)  incorporated  as  a 
nonprofit  corporation  under  Ch.  55A,  (2)  a  tax-exempt  entity  as  determined  under  the  federal  Internal  Revenue 
Code  and  defined  in  GS  105-228.90,  or  (3)  a  political  committee  as  defined  in  GS  163-278.6(14).

Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  MAKE  TECHNICAL  CORRECTIONS  TO  THE 
appropriations  act  of  2001.  Deletes  original  provisions.  Amends  SL  2001-414,  Appropriations  Act  of 
2001in  following  ways.  (1)  Provides  that  funds  appropriated  for  2001-2002  to  Child  Residential  Treatment 
Services  Program  in  Social  Service  Block  Grant  to  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Div’n  of  Mental,  Health, 
Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services,  must  be  used  for  Comprehensive  Treatment 
Services  Program,  along  with  other  funds  appropriated  for  Program.  (2)  Amends  Sec.  15.6  to  provide  that  UNC 
Board  of  Governors  must  (was,  may)  exempt  North  Carolina  State  University  and  UNC-Chapel  Hill  from  electronic 
procurement  system  until  May  1,  2003,  if  Board  determines  that  each  exemption  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
respective  constituent  institutions.  (3)  Makes  technical  corrections  to  Act. 
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H  381.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SYSTEM  REFORM.  Intro.  3/1/01.  Conference  report  recommends  the  following 
changes  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  The  House  and  Senate  concur  in  the  5*^  edition  (the  Senate 
committee  substitute  adopted  8/16/01),  with  the  following  amendments: 

(1)  The  bill’s  new  GS  122C-102(9)  calls  on  the  Dep’t  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  develop  a  State  Plan 
for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services.  Before  the  conference  report, 
Subsection  (9)  required  that  the  State  Plan  include  strategies  for  implementing  the  plan,  including  “engagement  of 
stakeholders”  in  a  coordinated  Medicaid  policy.  The  conference  report  replaces  that  phrase  with  “consultation  on 
Medicaid  policy  with  area  and  county  programs,  qualified  providers,  and  others  designated  by  the  Secretary." 

(2)  Subsection  (10)  of  the  same  new  statute  required  that  the  new  State  Plan  include  a  plan  for  resource 
management  “including  strategies  for  accountability  for  non-Medicare  and  Medicaid  services.’  The  conference 
report  replaces  that  phrase  with  a  “plan  for  coordination  . . .  with  the  Medicaid  State  Plan,  and  NC  Health 
Choice." 

(3)  The  bill’s  new  GS  122C-1 12.1(a)  directs  the  Secretary  to  take  certain  actions.  The  conference  report

Specifies  that  the 
Secretary  is  to  take  into  consideration  the  comments  and  recommendations  of  the  legislative  committees. 

(4)  Also  in  new  GS  122C-1 12.1,  the  conference  report  adds  a  new  Subsection  (31)  directing  the  Secretary  to 
ensure  that  the  new  State  Plan  is  coordinated  with  the  Medicaid  State  Plan  and  NC  Health  Choice. 

(5)  Current  GS  122C-181  empowers  the  Secretary,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council  of  State, 
to  close  any  state  facility.  The  conference  report  adds  a  new  subsection  to  that  statute  specifying  that  such  a 
closure  become  effective  on  the  earlier  of  the  31  legislative  day  or  the  day  of  adjournment  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  that  begins  at  least  10  days  after  the  date  the  closure  is  approved.  If  a  bill 
disapproving  the  closure  is  introduced  before  that  deadline,  then  the  closure  becomes  effective  on  the  earlier  of 
either  the  day  an  unfavorable  final  action  is  taken  on  the  bill  or  the  day  that  session  of  the  General  Assembly 
adjourns  without  ratifying  the  bill.  These  provisions  do  not  affect  the  power  of  the  Secretary  to  close  a  state 
facility  temporarily  for  protection  of  health  and  safety. 

H  382.  ADOPT  STATE  FRUIT  AND  BERRIES.  Intro.  3/1/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  ADOPTING  THE  OFFICIAL  FRUIT  AND  BERRIES  OF  NORTH 
CAROLINA.  Amends  GS  145-18  to  make  the  Scuppemong  grape  the  official  fruit,  the  strawberry  the  official  red 
berry,  and  the  blueberry  the  official  blue  berry  of  the  state.  Original  bill  made  strawberry  the  official  fruit. 

H  644.  TOLL  ROAD  AND  BRIDGE  AUTHORITY  CREATED.  Intro.  3/15/01.  House  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  (1)  Removes  from  the  bill  the  provision  repealing  Art.  6F  (North  Carolina 
Bridge  Authority)  of  G.S.  Ch.  136.  (2)  Rewrites  bill’s  definition  of  “Turnpike  Project”  to  be  “any  primary  or 
secondary  road,  bridge,  or  tunnel  project  that  is  included  in  the  Transportation  Improvement  Program  prior  to 
construction;  and  is  planned  and  constructed  in  accordance  with  this  Article."  (3)  Makes  a  technical  correction  in 
the  provisions  regarding  Authority  board  membership.  (4)  In  the  provision  authorizing  the  Authority  board  to  fix 
tolls,  adds  a  provision  requiring  the  Authority  to  submit  a  description  of  any  proposed  new  toll  to  the  Board  of 
Transportation  for  review  60  days  before  its  effective  date.  (5)  In  the  provision  specifying  the  uses  that  the 
Authority  may  make  of  revenues,  (a)  deletes  provision  specifying  that  20%  of  any  excess  revenues  of  the 
Authority  is  to  be  used  for  other  highway  construction  and  maintenance  in  the  county  where  the  Turnpike  Project 
producing  the  excess  revenue  is  located,  (b)  deletes  provision  specifying  that  70%  of  any  such  excess  is  to  be 
used  for  expansion  of  that  Turnpike  Project  or  other  such  projects  in  the  same  region,  as  defined  by  the  statute, 
(c)  adds  a  provision  specifying  that  excess  revenues  from  any  project  may  be  used  for  debt  service  on  any  of  the 
Authority’s  revenue  bonds,  and  (d)  sets  the  maximum  that  the  Authority  may  use  for  administrative  expenses  at 
5%  (was,  10%)  of  total  revenues.  (7)  Replaces  former  provisions  regarding  the  issuance  of  Authority  revenue 
bonds  that  set  out  specified  powers  with  new  provisions  (a)  specifying  that  the  Authority  is  to  be  a  “municipality” 
for  purposes  of  Art.  5  (“Revenue  Bonds”)  of  GS  Ch.  159  and  for  purposes  of  the  State  and  Local  Government 
Revenue  Bond  Act,  (b)  specifying  that  the  Authority  is  to  be  governed  in  the  issuance  of  bonds  just  as  a 
municipality  would  be,  (c)  amending  GS  159-81  and  -96  for  these  purposes,  and  (d)  providing  that  Authority 
revenue  bonds  are  to  be  sold  in  accordance  with  Art.  7  (“Issuance  and  Sale  of  Bonds”)  of  GS  Ch.  159.  Deletes 
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from  the  list  of  powers  of  the  Authority  the  powers  to  (a)  retain  financial  consultants,  underwriters,  and  bond 
attorneys,  (b)  execute  financing  agreements  and  security  documents,  and  (c)  enter  partnership  agreements  for 
the  issuance  of  obligations  by  nonprofit  corporations.  (8)  Rewrites  provision  regarding  removal  of  tolls  so  it  now 
reads:  “The  Authority  shall,  upon  fulfillment  of  and  subject  to  any  restrictions  included  in  the  agreements  entered 
into  by  the  Authority  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Authority’s  revenue  bonds,  remove  tolls  from  a 
Turnpike  Project.’’(9)  In  the  provision  specifying  that  operation  and  project  development  costs  of  the  Authority  are 
eligible  administrative  expenses  that  may  be  paid  from  the  Highway  Trust  Fund,  adds  a  provision  specifying  that 
any  such  expenses  paid  from  the  Trust  Fund  are  to  be  repaid  by  the  Authority  from  its  toll  revenue  as  soon  as 
possible.  Provides  for  accrual  of  interest  on  such  forwarded  expenses.

Conference  report  recommends  the  foiicwmg 
changes  to  2nd  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  The  House  recedes  from  the  amendment  adopted  on 
9/12/01  that  would  have  allowed  noncontiguous  annexation  by  a  city  that  “enters  into  [an  annexation  agreement] 
on  or  after  the  date  this  subsection  becomes  effective."

Authorizes  the  installation  of  up  to 
50  experimental  systems  or  200  controlled  demonstration  systems  pursuant  to  protocols  approved  by  the  Dep't 
on  sites  that  are  suitable  for  conventional  systems  and  that  have  a  repair  area  of  sufficient  size  to  allow 
installation  of  a  conventional,  approved  innovative,  or  accepted  system  if  the  experimental  or  controlled 
demonstration  system  fails.  Permits  manufacturers  of  systems  to  apply  to  the  Dep't  to  have  the  system  approved 
as  an  innovative  system  if  (1)  the  system  has  been  evaluated  as  an  experimental  or  controlled  demonstration 
system,  or  (2)  the  manufacturer  can  provide  data  and  findings  from  research  and  testing  in  other  states  Sets  forth 
procedures  and  criteria  for  approval.  Permits  manufacturers  of  innovative  systems  that  have  been  in  general  use 
in  NC  for  more  than  five  years  to  petition  the  Comm’n  to  have  the  system  designated  as  an  accepted  system  and 
sets  forth  procedures  and  criteria  for  such  designation.  Requires  performance  warranties  in  certain 
circumstances.  Sets  forth  a  schedule  of  fees  as  follows:  Review  of  a  protocol,  S1000,  review  of  an  experimental, 
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controlled  demonstration,  innovative,  or  accepted  system,  $3000;  review  of  a  residential  wastewater  treatment 
system  pursuant  to  GS  130A-342,  $2000;  review  of  a  new  tank  design,  $100;  review  of  tank  design  modification, 
$20;  review  of  a  component  of  a  system,  $100;  modification  to  approved  innovative  system,  $1000.  Establishes 
On-Site  Wastewater  System  Account  and  provides  that  fees  collected  shall  be  placed  in  the  account  and  applied 
to  the  costs  of  implementing  the  approval  process. 

Requires  every  local  health  department  to  hire  one  or  more  environmental  health  specialists  and  sets  forth 
qualifications  and  duties  for  those  positions.  Grants  qualified  immunity  to  environmental  health  specialists  carrying 
out  their  statutory  duties.

Effective  1/1/02,  amends  GS  20-7.3  to  require  Dep’t  of  Transportation  to  make  organ,  eye.  and  tissue  donor 
cards  available  to  interested  persons  in  driver  license  offices. 

Authorizes  DOT  and  Dep’t  of  HHS  to  use  funds  appropriated  for  2001-03  biennium  to  implement  act.

WITHOUT  INFORMING  THEM  OF  THEIR  OPTIONS;  TO  AMEND  THE  SURPLUS  LINES  LAW  TO  CONFORM 
IT  TO  THE  GRAMM-LEACH-BULEY  ACT;  AND  TO  CORRECT  AN  ERROR  IN  AN  AMENDMENT  TO  THE 
WORKERS'  COMPENSATION  ACT.  Amends  previous  provisions  by  (1)  adding  a  requirement  that  the  provisions 
of  new  subsection  (b1)  of  GS  58-3-180  be  included  in  nonfleet  private  passenger  motor  vehicle  insurance  policy 
forms  approved  by  the  Comm’r  of  Insurance,  (2)  deleting  provision  authorizing  Comm'r  to  adopt  rules  regarding 
insurance  companies’  recommendations  for  motor  vehicle  repairs,  and  (3)  deleting  provision  authorizing  the 
Legislative  Research  Comm’n  to  study  insurance  companies’  recommendations  for  motor  vehicle  repairs.  Adds 
new  provision  requiring  nonresident  surplus  line  licensees  to  obtain  a  countersignature  by  a  resident  licensee  or  a 
regulatory  support  organization  on  every  report  filed.  Adds  new  provision  governing  the  termination  of  a  member  s 
participation  in  a  group  workers’  compensation  self-insurance  plan.  Provides  that  a  group  may  terminate  a 
member’s  participation  on  30  days’  written  notice  to  the  member,  or  10  days'  notice  if  the  termination  is  for 
nonpayment  of  premium,  and  a  member  may  terminate  participation  in  the  group  on  10  days’  written  notice  to  the 
group.  Original  provisions  of  bill,  as  amended,  effective  April  1,  2002;  provisions  regarding  countersignatures  for 
surplus  line  licensees  effective  January  1, 2002;  remainder  effective  upon  enactment. 

H  599.  REVISE  CONSUMER  FINANCE  ACT.  Intro.  3/14/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Deletes  portions  of  bill  revising  the  amount  of  and  maximum  interest  rates  for  small  loans 
and  amends  title  accordingly.  Deletes  provisions  authorizing  State  Banking  Comm’n  to  review  small  loan 
processing  fee  charges.  Authorizes  a  lender  to  charge  a  party  to  a  loan  or  extension  of  credit  governed  by  GS  53- 
173  a  late  payment  charge  not  to  exceed  the  greater  of  $7  or  5%,  and  in  no  event  to  exceed  S10.  Changes 
amounts  of  fees  that  may  be  charged  for  processing  loans  governed  by  GS  53-176  to  S25  for  loans  up  to  $2,500 
and  1%  of  the  cash  advance  above  $2,500,  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  $60  (was,  flat  fee  of  $40).  Permits  a  lender 
who  has  elected  to  make  loans  in  accordance  with  GS  53-176  to  continue  to  make  such  loans  unless  notified  by 
Comm’r  in  writing  of  intent  to  terminate  the  lender’s  election  (under  current  law,  lender  must  reinstate  the  lender’s 
election  annually).  Authorizes  a  borrower  to  cancel  a  loan  within  three  business  days  after  disbursement  of  the 
loan  proceeds  without  incurring  or  paying  interest  so  long  as  the  full  amount  is  returned  to  and  received  by  the 
licensee  within  that  time.  Limits  borrowers  to  two  such  cancellations  per  year  for  a  single  licensee.  Makes 
additional  technical  and  conforming  changes.  Effective  Dec.  1, 2001  (was  July  1,  2001). 

H  635.  REGULATE  BODY  PIERCING.  Intro.  3/14/01.  Senate  amendment  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th 
edition.  Makes  technical  changes  only. 

H  688.  TAX  REVENUE  FOR  TURFGRASS  RESEARCH/MENTAL  HEALTH.  Intro.  3/19/01.  Senate  committee 
substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  TAX  THE  SALES  OF 
FERTILIZERS  AND  SEED  TO  NONFARMERS  AND  TO  APPROPRIATE  REVENUES  FOR  TURFGRASS 
RESEARCH  AND  EDUCATION,  RESEARCH  INITIATIVES  FUNDED  BY  THE  AGRICULTURAL 
ADVANCEMENT  CONSORTIUM.  AND  THE  TRUST  FUND  FOR  MENTAL  HEALTH.  DEVELOPMENTAL 
DISABILITIES.  AND  SUBSTANCE  ABUSE  SERVICES  AND  BRIDGE-FUNDING  NEEDS.  Amends  the  proposed 
change  to  GS  105-164.13  to  delete  provision  exempting  from  sales  and  use  tax  fertilizer,  lime,  land  plaster,  and 
seeds  sold  for  use  on  a  family  vegetable  garden.  Deletes  the  proposed  new  GS  105-1 64. 44F  (allocation  of  sales 
tax  revenue  for  turfgrass  research).  Appropriates  $600,000  from  General  Fund  to  UNC  Board  of  Governors  in 
each  year  of  2001-03  biennium  for  research  initiatives  at  N.C.  State  Univ.  Center  for  Turfgrass  Environmental 
Research  and  Education.  Center  may  receive  research  funding  proposals  from  NCSU  or  NC  A&T  University. 
Appropriates  $1 00,000  from  General  Fund  to  Dep't  of  Agriculture  and  Consumer  Services  in  each  year  of  2001  - 
03  biennium  to  educate  the  public  on  the  results  of  the  Center’s  research.  Requires  report  to  the  Joint  Legislative 
Commission  on  governmental  operations  and  the  Fiscal  Research  Division  by  Nov.  1, 2001  (was  annually). 
Appropriates  $200,000  from  General  Fund  to  Rural  Economic  Development  Center  for  2001-2002  and  $200,000 
from  General  Fund  to  Agricultural  Advancement  Consortium  for  the  2002-2003  to  support  research  initiatives 
funded  by  the  Consortium.  Appropriates  from  General  Fund  $2.5  million  for  2001-2002  and  $4.5  million  for  2002- 
2003  to  Trust  Fund  for  Mental  Health,  Developmental  Disabilities,  and  Substance  Abuse  Services  and  Bridge 
Funding  Needs  for  purposes  stated  in  GS  143-1 5D(b). 
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H  917.  DURHAM  CHARTER  CLEANUP/RAISE  OCCUPANCY  TAX.  Intro.  3/28/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  original  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  REPEAL  OBSOLETE  OR 
REDUNDANT  SECTIONS  OF  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  OF  DURHAM.  TO  CONSOLIDATE  DURHAM 
COUNTY'S  OCCUPANCY  TAX  PROVISIONS,  AND  TO  AUTHORIZE  DURHAM  COUNTY  TO  INCREASE  ITS 
OCCUPANCY  TAX  FROM  5%  TO  6%.  As  title  indicates  with  respect  to  portions  concerning  charter  amendments 
and  consolidation  of  occupancy  tax  provisions  .  Effective  12/1/01,  authorizes  Durham  County  to  increase 
occupancy  tax  from  5%  to  6%  to  finance  a  Performing  Arts  Theater  being  planned  by  City  of  Durham.  Provides 
that  if  this  project  has  not  been  approved  by  city  within  42  months  after  additional  occupancy  tax  is  authorized,  tax 
shall  be  repealed  and  accumulated  proceeds  distributed  to  Durham  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau.  Specifies 
uses  of  additional  tax  during  first  24  months  of  levy. 

H  946.  POSSESSION/MANUFACTURE  OF  FRAUDULENT  IDS.  Intro.  4/2/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Makes  it  a  Class  2  misdemeanor  (was,  Class  1)  for  any  person  to 
knowingly  possess  or  manufacture  a  false  or  fraudulent  form  of  identification  for  the  purpose  of  deception,  fraud, 
or  other  criminal  conduct.  Adds  new  provisions  establishing  the  Drivers  License  Technology  Fund  and  governing 
the  electronic  verification  of  drivers  license  information;  (1)  establishes  Drivers  License  Technology  Fund  in  the 
Dep’t  of  Transportation  as  a  nonreverting,  interest-bearing  special  revenue  account,  with  money  to  be  used  for 
information  technology  and  office  automation  needs;  and  (2)  requires  Comm’r  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  establish  and 
operate  an  electronic  system  that  can  be  used  to  verify  drivers  licenses  and  identification  cards  issued  by  the 
Division  of  Motor  Vehicles  and  the  dates  of  birth  on  those  documents,  in  order  to  facilitate  access  to  information  to 
prevent  the  use  of  false  identification  for  underage  purchases  of  age-restricted  products.  Prohibits  a  person  using 
the  electronic  system  from  collecting,  retaining,  transferring  or  making  accessible  any  information  for  any  purpose 
other  than  those  established  in  the  bill.  Makes  additional  technical  changes.  New  provisions  effective  upon 
enactment;  remainder  effective  Dec.  1,  2001. 

Senate  amendment  adds  new  section  that  intends  to  amend  GS  14-31 3(b)  by  providing  that  a  person  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  tobacco  products,  who  relies  on  the  electronic  system  established  and  operated  by  the  Division  of 
Motor  Vehicles  pursuant  to  GS  20-37.2  to  verify  the  age  of  a  prospective  purchaser,  shall  have  a  reasonable 
defense  to  a  charge  of  failure  to  demand  proof  of  age. 

H  948.  REDEFINE  "SPECIAL  ABC  AREA".  Intro.  4/3/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  MAKE  CHANGES  IN  THE  LAW  REGARDING  THE 
DEFINITION  OF  “SPECIAL  ABC  AREA. "  TO  CLARIFY  HOW  DISTANCES  BETWEEN  ABC  ESTABLISHMENTS 
AND  CHURCHES  AND  SCHOOLS  ARE  MEASURED,  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  SUMMARY  REVOCATION  OR 
SUSPENSION  OF  AN  ABC  PERMIT  FOR  VIOLATIONS  RELATING  TO  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGE  SALES  IN 
URBAN  REDEVELOPMENT  AREAS,  AND  TO  MODIFY  THE  LAW  CONCERNING  MIXED  BEVERAGE 
ELECTIONS  ON  BARRIER  ISLANDS.  Amends  definition  of  “special  ABC  area"  in  GS  18B-101  to  include  an  area 
of  a  county  meeting  the  following  requirements:  (1)  the  county  borders  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  has  a  seaport 
supporting  oceangoing  vessels,  (2)  ABC  stores  have  been  established  in  the  county  and  the  sale  of  mixed 
beverages  is  allowed  in  six  or  more  municipalities,  (3)  the  population  of  the  county  exceeds  52,000,  (4)  there  are 
more  than  3,000  tourism-related  jobs,  and  (5)  tourism  expenditures  exceed  $200  million  annually.  Deletes 
provisions  making  definition  inapplicable  to  Graham  and  Swain  counties.  Rewrites  GS  18B-901(c)  to  clarify  that 
distances  between  ABC  establishments  and  churches  or  schools  are  to  be  measured  from  the  principal  entrance 
of  the  establishment  to  the  principal  entrance  of  the  church  or  school.  Amends  GS  18B-309,  which  provides  that 
an  ABC-permitted  food  business  or  eating  establishment  in  an  urban  redevelopment  area  may  not  have  alcoholic 
beverage  sales  in  excess  of  50%  of  total  annual  sales,  to  require  a  city  council  to  file  a  certified  copy  of  the  official 
action  and  original  documents  designating  the  area  an  urban  redevelopment  area.  Directs  the  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Comm’n  to  summarily  suspend  or  revoke  a  permit  issued  by  it  if  a  permittee  is  in  violation  of  GS  18B-309(c) 
(requiring  full  and  accurate  monthly  records  of  finances  by  permitted  businesses  in  urban  redevelopment  areas). 
Amends  GS  18B-600(f)  to  allow  elections  on  the  sales  of  malt  beverages,  unfortified  wines,  and  mixed  beverages 
in  a  township  that  is  in  a  county  in  which  ABC  stores  have  been  established  pursuant  to  law.  one-third  or  more 
employment  is  travel-related,  spending  on  travel  exceeds  $400  million  per  year,  the  entirety  of  two  townships 
consists  of  one  island  (and  several  smaller  islands  not  making  up  more  than  one  percent  of  the  total  land  area  of 
the  two  townships)  and  where  the  island  has  a  population  of  4,000  or  more  and  is  located  with  one  side  facing  the 
ocean  and  another  side  facing  a  coastal  sound.  Amends  GS  95-25. 5(j)  to  allow  ABC-permitted  business  to 
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employ  a  youth  under  16  years  of  age,  provided  the  youth  is  at  least  14  and  both  of  the  following  conditions  are 
met:  (1 )  the  employer  obtains  the  written  consent  of  the  youth’s  parent  or  guardian,  and  (2)  the  youth  is  employed 
to  work  on  the  outside  grounds  of  the  premises  for  a  purpose  that  does  not  involve  the  preparation,  serving, 
dispensing,  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages. 

H  969.  AIR  QUALITY/MOTOR  VEHICLE  INSPECTION  FEES.  Intro.  4/4/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  4th  edition.  Statutory  change  became  effective  after  the  filing  of  the  4'^  edition  of  the  bill, 
but  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  Committee  Substitute.  The  Committee  substitute  therefore  makes  the  following 
changes  to  the  current  version  of  GS  20-1 83.7  (effective  July  1 ,  2001 ).  Amends  GS  20-1 83.7(a)  by  phasing  in  a 
series  of  fee  increases  for  the  performance  of  vehicle  inspections  and  the  issuance  of  inspection  stickers  as 
shown  in  the  table  below.

Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Completely  replaces  original  bill  with  AN  ACT  TO  SPECIFY  THE 
PROCESS  BY  WHICH  THE  COST  OF  PROVIDING  WATER  AND  SEWER  SERVICE  MAY  BE  ALLOCATED  TO 
A  DWELLING  UNIT.  Authorizes  NC  Utilities  Comm'n  to  adopt  procedures  that  allow  for  the  allocation  of  costs  for 
providing  water  and  sewer  service  on  a  use  basis  to  persons  who  occupy  the  same  contiguous  premises. 

Provides  that  rates  may  not  exceed  the  actual  purchase  price  of  the  service  to  the  provider  plus  a  reasonable 
administrative  fee.  Provides  that  a  written  rental  agreement  for  a  dwelling  unit  may  establish  a  variable  monthly 
rent  that  is  the  sum  of  a  base  rent  specified  in  the  agreement  and  the  amount  of  water  and  sewer  service 
allocated  to  the  dwelling  unit. 

H  1195.  ANNUAL  ABSENTEE/FORSYTH  SUPERIOR  CT.  JUDGE.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  GIVE  ILL  AND  DISABLED  CIVILIANS 
THE  SAME  RIGHT  AS  MILITARY  PERSONNEL  TO  REQUEST  ABSENTEE  BALLOTS  FOR  AN  ENTIRE 
CALENDAR  YEAR  AND  BY  PRESCRIBING  A  METHOD  FOR  MAKING  ABSENTEE  BALLOT  REQUESTS.  AND 
TO  REALIGN  THE  SUPERIOR  COURT  DISTRICTS  IN  FORSYTH  COUNTY.  Makes  technical  changes  to 
original  provisions.  Adds  new  provisions  prescribing  a  method  for  requesting  absentee  ballots.  Requires  written 
requests  for  absentee  ballots  to  be  written  entirely  by  the  requester  personally  or  on  a  form  generated  by  the 
county  board  of  elections  and  signed  by  the  requester.  Provides  that  a  requester  who  is  unable  to  complete  a 
written  request  due  to  disability  or  illiteracy  to  receive  assistance  in  writing  the  request  from  an  individual  of  the 
requester’s  choice.  Requires  State  Board  of  Elections  to  adopt  rules  for  enforcement  of  these  provisions.  Adds 
new  provision  realigning  the  superior  court  districts  in  Forsyth  County.  Provisions  regarding  Forsyth  County 
superior  court  apply  to  appointments  and  elections  made  or  held  on  or  after  Jan.  1 ,  2002.  Provisions  regarding 
absentee  ballots  apply  to  primaries  and  elections  held  on  or  after  Jan.  1,  2002. 

H  1466.  SUPPORT  TROOPS/CIVIL  RELIEF.  Intro.  9/17/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  joint  resolution  with  AN  ACT  TO  SUPPORT  TROOPS  PARTICIPATING  IN 
OPERATIONS  ENDURING  FREEDOM  AND  NOBLE  EAGLE,  AND  TO  PERMIT  LEAVE  FOR  DISASTER 
SERVICE  VOLUNTEERS.  Expresses  the  General  Assembly’s  support  for  the  President  in  his  efforts  to  find  and 
punish  those  responsible  for  the  September  1 1  terrorist  attacks  and  the  General  Assembly’s  desire  to  assure  that 
military  personnel  involved  in  responding  to  the  attacks  can  serve  without  undue  concern  for  obligations  imposed 
by  the  state.  Authorizes  Governor  to  extend  deadlines  and  waive  penalties  or  fees  as  necessary  to  alleviate 
hardships  to  military  personnel.  Grants  deployed  military  personnel  a  grace  period  of  90  days  after  the  end  of  their 
deployment  in  which  to  list  property  for  taxation  and  pay  any  property  taxes  that  became  due  or  delinquent  during 
their  deployment.  Amends  GS  166A-32  to  provide  for  leave  for  state  employees  who  provide  disaster  relief  within 
the  United  States  (current  law  limits  leave  to  disaster  relief  efforts  within  North  Carolina).  Community  colleges, 
upon  request  of  the  student  and  during  the  2001-2002  academic  year  only,  must  refund  tuition  and  fees  to  military 
reserve  and  national  guard  personnel  called  to  active  duty  or  to  active  personnel  who  have  received  temporary  or 
permanent  reassignments  that  make  it  impossible  to  complete  their  courses,  must  refund  their  extension 
registration  fees,  and  must  buy  back  their  textbooks  to  the  extent  possible.  University  of  North  Carolina 
constituent  institutions,  for  the  2001-2002  academic  year  only,  may  refund  tuition  or  fees  if  students  request  them 
because  of  involuntary  or  voluntary  military  service  or  because  of  circumstances  related  to  national  emergencies.

S  140.  AD  HOC  COMMUNiTY  COLLECTIONS  REPORTED.  Intro.  2/14/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes 
the  following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  REQUIRE  PERSONS  TO  REPORT  AD  HOC 
COMMUNITY  COLLECTIONS  SOLICITED  OR  ACCEPTED  FOR  NAMED  INDIVIDUALS  OR  PURPOSES. 
Clarifies  that  provisions  of  bill  apply  to  contributions  solicited  for  or  accepted  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  specific  named 
charitable  purpose  that  is  not  under  the  authority  of  a  501(c)(3)  corporation  or  an  organization  with  a  pending 
application  for  501(c)(3)  status.  Deletes  provision  exempting  from  bill’s  provisions  attorneys,  investment 
counselors,  and  bankers  who  advise  a  person  to  make  a  charitable  contribution.  Deletes  appropriation.  Deletes 
requirements  for  public  information  program  and  annual  report.  Authorizes  Sec’y  of  State  to  study  GS  Chapters 
131F  and  131G.  Changes  effective  date  to  December  1,  2001  (was  July  1,  2001).  Senate  amendment  adds 
exemption  from  bill’s  provisions  for  contributions  reportable  under  GS  Ch.  163  Art.  22A  (contributions  to  political 
campaigns). 

S  352.  EXTEND  LIEN  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCE.  Intro.  3/6/01.  Conference  report  makes  the  following 
changes  to  2nd  edition,  as  amended  by  House,  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Reinstates  provisions  making 
unpaid  expense  for  city  removal  of  public  health  nuisance  a  lien  on  all  property  owned  by  landowner  within  city 
limits,  except  for  the  landowner’s  primary  residence.  Provides  that  those  provisions  do  not  apply  if  the  person  can 
show  that  the  nuisance  was  created  solely  by  the  actions  of  another. 
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S  748.  BILL  LEE  ACT  CHANGES.  Intro.  4/02/01.  House  committee  substitute  was  reported  10/02/01  but  not 
digested  on  that  date.  Amendments  1  and  2  were  adopted  by  the  House  on  10/03/01  but  not  digested  on  that 
date.  Amendment  3  was  adopted  10/04/01.  Together,  the  committee  substitute  and  amendments  make  the 
following  changes  to  3rd  edition. 

In  GS  105-219.2,  adds  definition  of  “computer  services”  and  redefines  “data  processing."  Throughout  act 
changes  standard  for  whether  a  taxpayer  is  eligible  for  credits  from  “certification"  that  the  taxpayer  “will  invest”  a 
particular  sum  to  a  “written  determination"  that  the  taxpayer  “is  expected"  to  make  such  an  investment.  Amends 
GS  105-1 64.4(a)  to  redefine  sales  tax  on  electricity  sold  to  manufacturers  and  provide  guidelines  for  implementing 
new  tax.  Current  2.83%  tax  rate  is  replaced  by  scale  of  rates  between  0.17%  and  2.83%  based  on  volume  of 
megawatt  hours  received  in  previous  year.  Adds  new  subsection  (8b)  in  GS  105-164.13  specifying  that  electricity 
sold  to  manufacturers  for  certain  uses  are  exempted  from  retail  sales  and  use  tax  (includes  use  in  a  plasma 
furnace  or  to  produce  glass).  Amends  GS  105-129.35  to  extend  sunset  on  rules  of  use  historic  rehabilitation  tax 
credit  by  a  pass-through  entity  from  January  1,  2002  to  January  1,  2004. 

Sales  tax  holiday.  Expands  bill  to  amend  sales  tax  holiday  as  enacted  by  SL  2001-424.  House  amendment 
on  10/04/01  added  a  second  sales  tax  holiday  each  year  in  January  (between  12:01  a.m.  on  the  second  Friday 
and  1 1 .59  p.m.  on  the  following  Sunday).  Adds  definitions  of  clothing,  clothing  accessories  or  equipment 
(incidental  items  like  jewelry,  cosmetics,  eyewear,  wallets,  and  watches),  protective  equipment  (like  breathing 
masks,  face  shields,  and  hard  hats),  and  sport  or  recreational  equipment  (items  for  human  use  in  recreation, 
including  athletic  shoes).  Provides  that  the  sales  tax  holiday  exemption  does  not  apply  to  sales  of  clothing 
accessories  (previously  did  include  such  items  with  a  sales  price  of  $100  or  less  per  item)  or  protective 
equipment.  Applies  exemption  to  sales  of  sports  or  recreational  equipment  with  sales  price  of  $50  or  less  per 
item. 

Tax  incentives  for  new  and  expanding  businesses.  Revises  GS  105-129.4  (defining  eligibility  for  credits)  to 
define  eligibility  of  each  of  the  following:  single  business,  multiple  business,  single  establishment,  and  customer 
service  center.  Changes  timeframe  for  central  office  or  aircraft  facility  to  create  jobs  and  qualify  for  credit.  Amends 
GS  105-129.5  to  provide  that  a  taxpayer  must  claim  a  credit  under  this  Article  within  six  months  after  the  date  set 
by  statute  for  filing  the  return,  including  any  extensions  of  that  date.  Provides  that  fee  is  due  at  the  time  the  return 
is  due  for  a  taxable  year  in  which  the  taxpayer  engaged  in  the  activity  for  which  the  taxpayer  is  eligible  for  a  credit 
and  that  no  credit  is  allowed  for  a  taxable  year  until  all  outstanding  fees  have  been  paid.  Requires  that  Dep’t  of 
Revenue  publish  additional  information  each  year  about  worker  training  expenditures,  research  and  development 
expenditures,  and  real  property  investment  associated  with  these  credits. 

HOUSE  BILLS 

H  253.  CERTAIN  MANUFACTURED  HOMES  REAL  PROPERTY.  Intro.  2J2.QIQ\.  Senate  committee  substitute 
was  adopted  10/03/01  but  not  digested  on  that  date.  It  changes  2"^  edition  by  defining  requirements  for  affidavit 
that  manufactured  home  meets  rules  for  conversion  to  real  property,  and  outlines  procedure  for  cancellation  of 
certification  of  title  as  well  as  application  for  a  new  certificate  of  title  if  the  home  is  separated  from  the  real 
property.  Adds  new  statutes  in  GS  Ch.  47  outlining  procedures  for  recording  with  register  of  deeds  affidavits  and 
declarations  of  intent  to  affix  a  home  to  real  property.  Senate  amendment  on  10/04/01  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Repeals  1991  SL  Ch.  204  (Pender  County  subdivision  regulation),  effective  upon  adoption 
of  a  new  subdivision  regulation  ordinance  by  Pender  County. 

H  685.  OCCUPANCY  TAX  FOR  CERTAIN  COUNTIES.  Intro.  3/19/01.  Conference  report  makes  the  following 
changes  to  4th  edition  to  reconcile  matters  in  controversy.  Makes  technical  changes.  Changes  effective  date  of 
provisions  applying  to  Beech  Mountain  and  Beech  Mountain  District  W  to  the  first  day  of  the  fourth  month  after  the 
bill  becomes  law  (was,  effective  upon  enactment). 

H  969.  AIR  QUALITY/MOTOR  VEHICLE  INSPECTION  FEES.  Intro.  4/4/01.  Senate  amendment  makes  the 
following  changes  to  5th  edition.  Provides  that  a  motor  vehicle  that  is  subject  to  a  safety  inspection  under  GS  20- 
183.2  is  subject  to  that  inspection  only  as  follows:  (1)  A  new  vehicle  is  subject  to  a  safety  inspection  at  the  time  it 
is  sold  to  any  person  other  than  a  new  motor  vehicle  dealer  or  between  a  manufacturer  and  dealer  of  the  same 
franchise.  The  vehicle  is  next  subject  to  an  inspection  no  later  than  the  last  day  of  the  36''"  month  after  the  vehicle 
is  sold.  (2)  A  used  vehicle  is  subject  to  a  safety  inspection  as  provided  in  GS  20-1 83. 4C  unless  it  has  received 
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such  inspection,  in  which  case  it  is  not  subject  to  another  inspection  until  the  later  of  the  last  day  of  the  36  month 
after  it  is  sold  to'  any  person  other  than  a  new  motor  vehicle  dealer  or  between  a  manufacturer  and  dealer  of  the 
same  franchise,  or  the  last  day  of  the  12“’  month  after  it  received  an  inspection.  Requires  Division  of  Motor 
Vehicles  to  adopt  rules  to  implement  the  schedule  of  fees  set  out  in  GS  20-183.7  that  specify;  (1)  that  the 
inspection  fee  applicable  to  an  emissions  and  safety  inspection  shall  be  reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  fee  for  a 
safety  inspection  only  when  a  motor  vehicle  is  not  subject  to  a  safety  inspection;  (2)  that  the  sticker  fee  applicable 
to  a  safety  only  inspection  shall  be  increased  so  that  the  revenue  available  to  the  Highway  Fund,  the  Volunteer 
Rescue/EMS  Fund,  and  the  Rescue  Squad  Workers’  Relief  Fund  will  not  be  less  than  it  would  have  been  if  the 
provisions  in  the  amendment  had  not  become  law,  and  (3)  that  the  sticker  fee  applicable  to  a  safety-only 
inspection  shall  be  increased  so  that  the  revenue  available  to  the  Telecommunications  Account  will  be  sufficient 
to  achieve  the  purpose  for  which  the  Account  was  created.  New  provisions  become  effective  January  1,  2002. 

H  1144,  REVISE  BOG  ELECTION  PROCEDURE.  Intro.  4/12/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  Deletes  all  provisions  of  previous  bill  and  replaces  them  with  AN  ACT  TO 
REVISE  THE  PROCEDURE  BY  WHICH  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  ELECTS  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  TO  STUDY  THE  STRUCTURE 
OF  THE  BOARD  OF  GOVERNORS.  Deletes  provisions  of  GS  116-6  that  reserve  certain  seats  on  the  UNC  Board 
of  Governors  for  women,  members  of  a  minority  race,  and  members  of  the  political  party  holding  a  minority  of 
seats  in  the  General  Assembly.  Deletes  language  in  GS  116-7  requiring  the  General  Assembly  to  appoint  the 
“best  qualified”  citizens  to  the  Board  and  replaces  it  with  a  requirement  that  the  appointed  citizens  be  qualified  by 
training  and  experience  to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  University.  Requires  General  Assembly  to  select  members 
based  upon  their  ability  to  further  the  University's  educational  mission  and  their  economic,  geographic,  political, 
racial,  sexual,  and  ethnic  diversity.  Creates  the  Board  of  Governors  Study  Comm’n,  directs  it  to  study  the 
structure  and  mission  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  requires  it  to  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to 
2002  General  Assembly.  Makes  additional  technical  and  conforming  changes. 

H  1427.  AMEND  USE  VALUE  STATUTES.  Intro.  5/08/01.  Senate  committee  substitute  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  re-definition  of  “sound  management  program"  in  GS  105-277.2  (definitions  for 
agriculture,  horticulture,  and  forestland)  to  provide  that  the  fair  market  value  of  land  shall  not  be  considered  in 
determining  the  net  return  from  the  land  (was,  no  minimum  profitability  level  may  be  applied  in  determining  net 
return).  Amends  GS  105-277.3(b2)  (deferred  taxes  on  agricultural,  horticultural,  and  forestland)  to  provide  that  if 
land  qualifies  for  classification  in  the  hands  of  a  new  owner  under  this  subsection,  the  new  owner  becomes  liable 
for  deferred  taxes,  and  the  deferred  taxes  become  payable  if  the  land  fails  to  meet  any  other  conditions  or 
requirement  for  classification.  Changes  membership  of  property  tax  study  commission  by  replacing  list  of  specific 
associations  to  be  represented  on  the  commission  with  public  members.  Adds  requirement  that  commission  study 
the  feasibility  of  allowing  forestland  managed  for  conservation  purposes  and  the  preservation  of  wildlife  habitats  to 
be  taxed  at  its  present-use  value.

Modifies  proposed  GS  90-21.52,  and  amends  GS  143-291 ,  to 
clarify  that  State  Health  Plan  would  be  liable  under  the  State  Tort  Claims  Act.  Also  adds  two  situations  in  which  a 
managed  care  entity  has  a  right  to  indemnity  against  physicians  and  health  care  providers.  Amends  GS  150B-1  to 
provide  that  contested  case  provisions  do  not  apply  to  a  determination  in  the  Teachers’  and  State  Employees 
Comprehensive  Major  Medical  Plan  that  a  requested  service  be  denied,  reduced,  or  terminated.

Directs  the  money  held  in  the  Fund  must  be  used  to  supplement  funds  otherwise 
available  to  DMV  for  information  technology  and  office  automation  needs.  Requires  Comm’r  to  report  by  Feb.  1 
and  Aug.  1  of  each  year  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Comm’n  on  Governmental  Operations,  the  chairs  of  the  Senate 
and  House  Appropriation  Committees,  and  the  chairs  of  the  Senate  and  House  Appropriations  Subcommittee  on 
Transportation  concerning  the  money  collected  and  the  proposed  expenditure  of  funds  collected  during  the 
preceding  six  months. 

Amends  GS  20-31 3(b)  to  provide  that  reliance  on  the  electronic  information  established  by  these  changes 
protects  a  person  engaged  in  the  sale  of  tobacco  products  from  prosecution  for  failing  to  demand  adequate  proof 
of  age. 

Suspends  operation  of  the  electronic  system  until  the  Fund  contains  sufficient  funds  to  meet  the  purposes  of 
bill  and  whenever  adequate  funds  are  no  longer  available.  Makes  new  sections  of  act  effective  when  bill 
becomes  law.

G.S.  116.31.11;  (4)  exempting  certain  projects  of  The  University  of  North  Carolina  from  some  of  the  architecture 
and  engineering  requirements  of  G.S.  143-341(3);  (5)  amending  the  exemptions  frem  the  certificate  of  compliance 
requirement  in  G.S.  133-1. 1(d);  and  (6)  expanding  the  rulemaking  authority  of  the  S:3te  Building  Commission. 

Also  incorporates  the  provisions  of  H  623  relating  to  energy  efficiency  in  state  buildLos  Amends  the  definition  of 
“landscape  architecture  or  the  practice  of  landscape  architecture,"  at  G  S.  89A-1(3  i  :o  include  more  detailed 


activities. 


Rewrites  provisions  on  minority  business  participation  in  building  projects,  deie:  ng  G.S,  143-128(f)  and 
enacting  new  G.S.  143-128.2,  but  maintains  10%  goal  for  participation  by  minority  cosinesses  in  the  total  value  of 
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work  for  each  state  building  project.  Includes  building  projects  done  by  a  private  entity  on  a  facility  to  be  leased  or 
purchased  by  the  state,  and  imposes  10%  goal  on  local  government  building  projects  funded  by  state  money, 
where  the  project  cost  is  $100,000  or  more.  Permits  a  local  government  to  use  a  different  verifiable  goal  that  is 
adopted  prior  to  Dec.  1 ,  2001 ,  if  there  is  strong  justification  to  use  that  goal.  Requires  bidders  to  identify  on  their 
bids  the  minority  businesses  that  they  will  use.  Directs  public  entities  to  develop  and  implement  a  minority 
business  participation  outreach  plan  and  to  require  bidders  to  undertake  specified  good  faith  efforts  (with  points 
awarded  for  each  effort)  to  contact,  negotiate,  and  work  with  minority  businesses.  New  G.S.  143-128.1,  which 
addresses  construction  management  services,  requires  the  public  entity  contracting  with  the  construction 
manager  to  approve  the  construction  manager’s  plan  for  compliance  with  the  minority  business  participation 
statute  prior  to  soliciting  bids  for  the  project's  first-tier  subcontractors.  The  construction  manager  at  risk  must 
consider  compliance  with  this  minority  business  participation  statute  when  awarding  bids. 

Provisions  specifically  applicable  to  The  University  of  North  Carolina  become  effective  July  1,  2001,  ana 
expire  December  31,  2006.  Except  for  the  sections  pertaining  to  energy  efficiency  in  state  buildings,  landscape 
architecture  changes  (both  effective  when  bill  becomes  law),  and  an  amendment  to  G.S.  58-31-40  (effective 
March  1,  2002),  all  provisions  are  effective  January  1,  2002,  and  apply  to  construction  projects  for  which  digs  cr- 
proposals  are  solicited  on  or  after  that  date. 

S  914.  PUBLIC  CONSTRUCTION  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  4/5/01.  House  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  3rd  edition.  Amends  the  minority  business  participation  provisions  to  require  each  bidder  (was.  only 
lowest  responsible  bidder)  to  submit  with  their  bid  documentation  of  good  faith  efforts  to  recruit  and  select  minority 
businesses  for  participation  in  the  contract.

House  committee  substitute  makes  the 
following  changes  to  2nd  edition.  New  title  reads  AN  ACT  TO  AUTHORIZE  LANDOWNERS  TO  INITIATE  A 
SPECIAL  PROCEEDING  TO  CLARIFY  THE  EXISTENCE  OF  A  RIGHT-OF-WAY  OPEN  TO  THE  PUBLIC 
ADJACENT  TO  THEIR  PROPERTY  WHEN  THE  PUBLIC  RECORDS  ARE  UNCLEAR  CONCERNING  THE 
ACTUAL  EXISTENCE  OF  THE  RIGHT-OF-WAY  AND  TO  REQUIRE  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
TRANSPORTATION  TO  CONDEMN  LAND  FOR  SECONDARY  ROAD  PAVING  OR  MAINTENANCE 
PROJECTS  WHEN  SEVENTY-FIVE  PERCENT  OF  THE  ADJACENT  LANDOWNERS  AGREE  TO  PROVIDE 
NECESSARY  RIGHT-OF-WAY  FOR  THE  PROJECT.  Amends  G.S.  136-96.1  to  permit  the  clerk  of  court  to  issue 
an  order  declaring  a  right-of-way  to  be  dedicated  to  the  public  use  upon  finding  that  (1)  the  landowners  of  the  lots 
constituting  two-thirds  of  the  land  abutting  the  right-of-way  join  in  the  action,  (2)  the  right  of  way  is  depicted  on  an 
unrecorded  map,  plat,  or  survey,  (3)  the  right-of-way  has  been  actually  open  and  used  by  the  public,  and  (4)  at 
least  one  recorded  deed  recites  the  existence  of  the  right-of-way.  Amends  G.S.  136-44.7  to  provide  that  the  Dep  t

Amends  GS  127C-2(d)  to  provide  that  Governor  designates  a  chair  of  the  Advisory  Comm’n  on  Military  Affairs

House  committee  substitute  makes  the  following  changes  to 
1st  edition.  Changes  title  to  AN  ACT  TO  TEMPORARILY  EXPAND  THE  NAVASSA  TOWN  BOARD  TO  INCLUDE 
REPRESENTATION  FROM  THE  AREA  RECENTLY  ANNEXED,  TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  TOWN  OF  CARY  TO 
REGULATE  THE  OPERATION  OF  GOLF  CARTS  ON  PUBLIC  STREETS  WITHIN  THE  TOWN.  AND 
CONCERNING  AIRPORT  LEASES  BY  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY.  As  title  indicates.  Allows  Montgomery  County 
to  make  leases  of  property  for  airport  purposes  for  up  to  20  years. 

S  832.  SMALL  BUSINESS  CONTRACTOR  INITIATIVE/FUNDS.  Intro  4/3/01.  Senate  committee  substitute 
makes  the  following  changes  to  1st  edition.  Replaces  blank  bill  with  bill  creating  new  GS  Ch,  143,  Art.  10,  Part  18, 
Small  Business  Contractor  Act.  Stated  purpose  of  law  is  to  foster  economic  development  and  creation  of  jobs  by 
providing  financial  assistance  to  financially  responsible  small  businesses  that  are  unable  to  obtain  adequate 
financing  and  bonding  assistance  in  connection  with  contracts.  Bill  creates  NC  Small  Business  Contractor 
Authority,  with  1 1  members,  4  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  on  the  recommendation  of  the  President  Pro 
Tempore  of  the  Senate,  4  appointed  by  the  General  Assembly  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Speaker  of  the 
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House,  and  3  appointed  by  the  Governor.  Specifies  terms  of  office,  and  groups  from  which  certain  members  must 
come,  and  sets  some  of  Authority’s  operating  procedures.  Authority  is  housed  in  Dep’t  of  Commerce. 

Empowers  Authority  to  accept  grants  and  loans;  to  employ  staff,  procure  supplies,  enter  into  contracts, 
including  buying  reinsurance,  to  carry  out  Authority's  purposes;  to  acquire  and  otherwise  broadly  deal  with 
property;  to  specify  forms;  to  take  assignments  of  documents;  to  fix  and  collect  premiums,  and  fees;  to  adopt  rules 
under  GS  Ch.  150B;  to  take  other  necessary  actions;  and  requires  it  to  report  quarterly  to  Joint  Legislative 
Comm'n  on  Governmental  Operations  on  Authority’s  activities. 

To  qualify  to  receive  assistance,  applicant  must  be  a  small  business  concern  that  meets  applicable  size 
standards  of  US  Small  Business  Administration  (SBA).  If  application  is  for  bonding  assistance,  applicant  may  not 
have  receipts  for  construction  and  service  contracts  in  excess  of  SBA  maximum  for  surety  bond  guarantee 
assistance.  All  assistance  applicants  must  be  individuals,  or  the  business  must  be  at  least  70%  owned  by 
individuals,  with  a  reputation  for  financial  responsibility.  All  applicants  must  be  state  residents  or  incorporateo  in 
state  and  have  principal  place  of  business  in  state,  and  must  demonstrate  that  they  havp  been  unable  to  obtain 
adequate  financing  or  bonding  on  reasonable  terms  through  an  authorized  company  If  applicant  is  applying  for  = 
loan  guarantee,  applicant  must  have  applied  for  and  been  denied  a  loan  by  a  financial  institution.  Bonding 
applicants  must  also  meet  other  eligibility  requirements;  for  example,  that  they  will  not  subcontract  more  than  75 
%  of  the  face  value  of  the  contract. 

Authority  may  make  direct  loans  and  guarantee  loan  payments,  using  Small  Business  Contract  Financing 
Fund  established  by  bill.  It  may  also  guarantee  a  surety  for  losses  incurred  under  a  bid  bond,  payment  bond  or 
performance  bond  on  an  applicant’s  contract  of  which  the  majority  of  the  funding  is  provided  by  a  government 
agency  or  a  combination  of  government  agencies,  up  to  90%  of  the  surety’s  losses  or  S900.000,  whichever  is 
less.  Guaranty  term  may  not  exceed  contract  term.  Authority  may  itself  execute  and  perform  cited  types  of  bonds 
as  a  surety  for  the  benefit  of  an  applicant  in  connection  with  a  contract  that  is  majority  government-funded.  Surety 
activities  are  conducted  using  Small  Business  Surety  Bond  Fund  also  set  up  by  act. 

Specifies  funding  sources  for  the  two  Funds,  including  state  appropriations;  investment  income;  proceeds 
from  sales  of  any  property  Authority  holds;  premiums,  and  loan  repayments.  Specifies  other  requirements  for 
loans,  including  limit  on  how  much  one  business  may  borrow  from  fund  annually,  requirement  for  geographic 
diversity,  and  requirements  concerning  how  money  is  to  be  dispersed.  Says  that  new  loans  or  bonds  after  default 
may  be  obtained  in  limited  circumstances. 

Before  issuing  a  guaranty  or  bond.  Authority  must  determine  that  the  contract  has  a  substantial  economic 
effect.  It  must  consider  the  amount  of  the  guaranty,  the  bond  terms,  the  number  of  new  jobs  the  contract  will 
create,  and  any  other  factor  it  considers  relevant. 

Makes  it  a  Class  2  misdemeanor  to  knowingly  make  or  cause  any  false  statement  or  report  to  be  made  in 
any  application  or  document  submitted  to  the  Authority,  or  to  make  or  cause  any  false  statement  or  report  to  be 
made  to  the  Authority  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the  action  of  the  Authority  on  an  application  for  assistance  or 
offering  assistance,  whether  or  not  assistance  has  been  previously  extended.  Effective  Jan.  1,  2002;  applies  to 
offenses  or  causes  of  action  arising  on  or  after  that  date.  Expires  June  30,  2005.  Expiration  of  act  does  not  affect 
prosecutions  for  offenses  committed  before  that  date,  and  the  statutes  that  would  be  applicable  but  for  this  act 
remain  applicable  to  those  prosecutions.  Expiration  of  act  does  not  affect  any  guarantees  or  bonds  executed 
prior  to  the  expiration. 

S  914.  PUBLIC  CONSTRUCTION  LAW  CHANGES.  Intro.  4/5/01.  House  amendment  makes  the  following 
changes  to  5th  edition.  Adds  new  provision  requiring  that  public  entities  that  contract  with  a  construction  manager 
at  risk  (CMAR)  under  G.S.  143-64.31  must  report  to  Sec’y  of  Administration  specified  information  on  all  projects 
where  a  CMAR  is  used.  Information  includes;  (1)  a  detailed  explanation  of  why  the  particular  CMAR  was 
selected;  (2)  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  the  CMAR;  (3)  a  list  of  all  other  firms  considered  but  not  selected  as 
CMAR  and  the  amount  of  their  proposed  fees  for  services;  and  (4)  a  report  on  the  form  of  bidding  used  by  the 
CMAR  on  the  project.  Sec'y  is  to  adopt  rules  to  implement  provision,  including  format  and  frequency  of  reporting 

Adds  new  requirements  to  the  reporting  to  the  Sec'y  on  the  effectiveness  and  cost-benefit  of  utilization  of 
each  of  the  construction  methods  that  the  revised  statute  [see  new  GS  143-128(a1)]  authorizes  and  that  the 
public  entity  uses.  (Annual  reporting  begins  April  1,  2003,  by  UNC  and  all  other  public  entities.)  New  data 
required  includes  at  least:  (1)  the  type  of  construction  method  used  on  the  project;  (2)  a  detailed  listing  of  all 
contractors  and  subcontractors  used  on  the  project  indicating  whether  the  contractor  or  subcontractor  was  from 
out-of-state;  and  (3)  if  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  was  from  out-of-state,  the  reasons  why  the  contractor  or 
subcontractor  was  selected.
